The expulsions followed the 
assassinations of two Libyan dis- 
sidents in London' in April and of two 
others thia weekend In Bonn and 
Rome. They also followed threats 
by Gaddafi to liquidate all op- 
ponents of his regime now living 
abroad. 

Hurd said the negotiations were 
complicated by the fact that Libya 
last September transformed its 
London embassy Into a so-called 
"people's bureau." He added that 
"It Is not for us to say how the 
Libyans should organize their mis- 
sions. But it must be established 
that the “people's bureau” will be 
fulfilling the functions of a 
diplomatic mission under the Vien- 
na Convention on diplomatic 
relations.”

Shops in 
E. Jerusalem 
open by order.

Using Border Policemen as rein- 
forcements, Jerusalem police 
yesterday’ delivered hundreds of in- 
junctions to East Jerusalem 
merchants, forcing tbe Arab 
businessmen to end tbe strike that 
kept shops closed for over four 
days. 

Most of the merchants waited 
calmly outside their shops for the 
police. More than one shopkeeper 
said that he was pleased with the 
method used to open the shops. 

“I couldn’t do this on my own, you 
never cah tell what might happen,” 
said one shopkeeper. 

Youths had roved through the Old- 
City during the weekend to enforce 
the business strike, which they said 
was staged to protest the general 
situation on the West Bunk. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
announced on Sunday night that he 
would use judicial means, and not 
force, to make the merchants open 
shop. 

"Thank heaven it’s the police and 
not” the army,” said a sheepskin 
goods, salesman. He said that he 
would rather not have closed the 
shop in the first place. He said that 
he had been warned not to open bis 
shop at the start of the weekend, 
and that he had awaited some kind 
of moyejiy .police to force him to 
open up. ’ 

In the shady alleyways of the Old 
City, shopkeepers lined up in front 
of their stores. Few opened the 
grate doors until policemen ap- 
proached them. Minutes later, 
almost like magic, the doors opened 
and tourists appeared. 

Mayor Kollek made a 
demonstrative shopping excursion 
into the Old City In tbe morning. He 
bought a decorative stand for.- a 
copper tray in one shop and a rug In 
another. Tbe objects will be placed 
in a new waiting room in bis refur- 
bished office. 

In a conversation over coffee In 
the rug shop several neighbouring 
merchants said it had not been 
pleasant receiving official orders to 
reopen their shops. Kollek said that 
without them no one would have 
dared open. ' 

Four East Jerusalem youths 
were arrested yesterday by 
policemen who said they saw them 
trying to force shopkeepers to close 
down. 

David Richardson adds: 

An apparently uncoordinated call 
on Sunday night for a strike in East 
Jerusalem and the rest of the West 
Bank yesterday was only really 
successful In Nablus. 

Merchants In Ramallah and El- 
Bira who were hesitant about open- 
ing their stores were persuaded by 
soldiers who told them that If they 
did notupen, their businesses would 
be closed indefinitely. 

Isolated stone- throwing incidents 
were reported and the driver of an 
Israeli car was slightly injured 
■when his windscreen was shattered 
by a stone as he -drove past the 
Kalandia refugee camp north of 
Jerusalem. 

One tourist was Injured when the 
tourist bus she was riding in-wba 
stoned by youths in East 
Jerusalem. She was . treated In 
hospital and discharged. 

A curfew has been imposed on the 
village of Ein Yabrad following 
repeated attacks on passing traffic ' 
in the area. The curfews in Hebron, 
Dehalsha and Anabta are still con- 
tinuing. 

On Sunday, the largest East 
Jerusalem Arabic daily, ”A1 
Quels,* published. a. very bitter at- 
tack on Kollek. The paper, general-. , 
ly considered moderate, said that 
Kollek was acting as if he was cMef 
of police or tbe mi litary governor of 
the city and called on him to 
remember that be was just mayor 
of a city which included a large 
Arab population and not only Jews.

U.S. looking beyond 
May 26 ‘deadline’

WASHINGTON. — President Jim- 
my Carter, Secretary of State Ed- 
mund Muskie and other senior UJ3. 
officials have reaffirmed their 
dete rminati on to press ahead with 
the- Camp David peace process, 
despite their -expected inability to 
conclude the Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations by tbe May 26 “goal” 
set a year ago. 

Muskie, ‘ who* leaves today for 
talks In Europe with- America’s 
allies and on Friday to Vienna with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, will make it clear that 
the U.S. rejects any Western Euro- 
pean peace initiative designed to 
replace the Camp David process. 

U.S. officials are predicting that 


the currently suspended autonomy 
negotiations will be resumed short- 
ly following Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's major speech 
scheduled for tomorrow. 

Already, they are making 
arrangements for special Middle 
East ambassador Sol Llnowits to 
return . to Egypt for those talks 
around May 19 as part of a final, 
last-minute drive for as much 
progress as possible before May 28. 

President Carter called to bis 
senior. foreign policy aides, to the. 
White House yesterday morning to 
review the situation in the wake of 
Sadat's temporary suspension of 
talks. ■'

Sadat seen 
taking over 
premiership

CAIRO. — Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil last night sub- 
mitted the resignation of his U- 
month-old cabinet to President 
Anwar Sadat amid indications 
that Sadat would assume the 
premiership himself. 

Khalil's move was said to be a 
prelude to an overall ad- 
ministrative reform programme 
which Sadat will present to a major 
speech to parliament tomorrow. 

Officials In Cairo went out of their 
way yesterday to stress that the 
cabinet resignation would not affect 
the country’s foreign policy. 

. Khalil, who headed his country's 
delegation to tbe now suspended 


negotiations on Weat Bank and 
Gaza Strip autonomy, implied that 
he might be reappointed In a power- 
ful position under Sadat's 

leadership. 

But the future of his key 
colleagues. Defence Minister 
Kama! Hasson All and Minister of 
State' for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghali, both of whom were Involved 
in the cautious buildup of peaceful 
relations with Israel, remains u xip 
certain. 

Earlier reports said Sadat has 
three options: ask Khalil to form a 
new cabinet, assume the 
premiership himself, or name Vice- 
President Hosnl Mobarak at 
Egypt’s next prime minister. 

But Cairo newspapers broadly 
hinted that Sadat planned to double

U.S. envoy Habib relaying 
Y ar muk water ‘bargaining’

"Middle-Eastern horse-trading” 
was bow one Israeli official describ- 
ed yesterday tbe quiet but tough 
bargaining that has been going on 
in recent months between Israel 
and Jordan over the waters of tbe 
River Yarmuk. 

The talks, conducted Indirectly 
through the U.S., have moved into 
an Intensive stage with the visit 
here this week of Philip Habib, 
formerly a senior State Depart- 
ment diplomat and now 
Washington’s special envoy for 
these water talks. Habib met to 
Jerusalem yesterday with Premier 
Men ahem Begin, with Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, and with 
senior Foreign Ministry officials. 

Tomorrow he will go onto Jordan 
for talks with King Hussein and his 
aides. 

Israeli sources indicated last 
- night that there Is ho agreement yet 
en .what percentage of the Yarmuk 
waters wfit be allocated to Israel 
and the West Bank after the plann- 
ed Makaren Dam is built across the 
river. Israel acknowledges, they 
said, that the bulk of the waters 
belong to Jordan, through whose 
territory most of the river runs. 


But Israel insists, on an "equit- 
able distribution," as Premier 
Begin told Habib yesterday, a dis- 
tribution that would continue to 
provide Yarmuk waters to the far- 
ming area immediately south of the 
Sea of Galilee (the “Yarmuk 
triangle” around Zemach) and 
provide some water, too, to the 
West Bank. 

Israel is in a fairly strong 
negotiating position, because, 
though the dam itself win be built in 
Jordanian territory, the plan calls 
for an additional weir to be built on 
Israeli land, in the "Yarmuk 
triangle.” This weir would channel 
the stored-up Yarmuk winter 
waters into the “East Ghor canal," 
on the Jordanian side of the River 
Jordan. 

Premier Begin stressed to Habib 
yesterday that Israel basically 
favoured the project, which is to be 
financed by Arab countries, the 
World Bank and the U.S. 

Tbe ^U.S. Congress hbk Already 
-earmarked 5150m for the project, 
but thfe allocation Is conditional 
upon an agreement betweeh.J&g&el 
and Jordan on riparian rights. (Jor- 
dan will also have to reach a 
separate agreement with Syria, 
which also his riparian rights to the 
Yarmuk.) 


Begin: oppressed 
Jews coining here

A body of Jews who are living un- 
der conditions of extreme persecu- 
tion "will soon came here and live 
among us as free citizens," Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin revealed 
last night. He said he had- heard 
“this very Important tiding” just 
before appearing at the Herut 
Women's Convention to Jerusalem. 
He could not disclose details, he 
told the Herut women, for fear of 
prejudicing these Jews' situation. 

The premier indicated that there 
was clandestine a Uya from other 
“countries of oppression" too. “I 
want you to know," he said, “that 
apart ‘from the Soviet Union there 
are lands where Jews are 
persecuted and we, t h a nk God, are 
bringing them bere, to certain 
numbers. We are fulfilling to this 
way the raison d'etre of the Jewish 
state.” 

Speaking with verve and plainly 
enjoying the accolades of a sym- 
pathetic audience, Begin recounted 
his own role, as a minister to tbe 
national unity government, in 
pressing for tbe liberation of 
Jerusalem. 

On tbe current crisis to tbe 
autonomy talks, Begin, said Israel 
would not' accept a V double stan- 
dard'* from the Egyptians. They 
had accused him of bring responsi- 
ble for the suspension of tbe talks, 
by having stated publicly last week 
that .West Bank security must re- 
main in Israeli hands exclusively. 
This was entirely legitimate within 
the terms of Camp David. But tbe 
Egyptians themselves had put 
-forward proposals that plainly con- 
tra v ened the Camp David 
framework. The Idea of a 
legislative, assembly was a clear 
contradiction of Camp David, 
which had spoken advisedly of on 
"administrative councU," Begin 
said. 

Begin vowed that Israel would 
“not only never agree to a so-called 
Palestinian state, under any condi- 
tion whatsoever — we will never 
permit Its creation. We will not 
allow it to come into being."

Histadrut, employers

The agreement wlU directly affect 
700.000 workers and will probably 
serve as a precedent for wages in 
the public sector. 

An official statement the 
Histadrut issued after yesterday’s 
three-hour meeting said that both 
sides had agreed that workers’ real 
wages must be "secured." 

But this was disputed by a 
spokesman for the employers who 
said taxation — and what was left 
after It — were not his 
organization's concern.

Shamir faces tough 
time in London talks

LONDON. — Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir arrived here 
yesterday from Rome in an attempt 
to renew the dialogue with the 
British government on the Middle 
East and to establish personal 
relations with Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington. 

Shamir Is acutely- aware of the 
absence of direct relations between 
the Israeli Foreign Ministry and 
European Foreign ministries since 
the resignation of Moahe Dayan. 
His current European visit, which 
will Also take him to Bonn, is aimed 

at-putting the situation right. 

But Shamir will not have an easy 
time in London. He wQl find Lord 
Carrington still riding on the crest 
oF a wave of triumph following his 
personal success In settling the 
long-standing Rhodesian problem 
and eager to use the same techni- 
que to solve the Middle East situa- 
tion. He and the British government 
believe that the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization will have to be 
brought into tbe negotiations. They 


maintain that the PLO will 
renounce terrorism only if 
“moderate" elements within the 
organization ‘are encouraged by - 
diplomatic means.

U.S. envoy to Salvador escapes siege

Egypt 
was showing no urgency to make 
conciliatory gestures and specula- 
tion that a tripartite summit was in 
the offing - was not being taken 
seriously. 

A group of 54 prominent Egyp- 
tians, including two farmer vice 
presidents and five former 
ministers, yesterday “called for a 
more representative system of 
government and criticized what 

they described as ad hoc individual 
decisions being taken by Sadat. 

In a statement, they accused 
Sadat's government of disregar- 
ding the constitution and of making 
opposition Irrelevant 

Signatories Include former vice- 
presidents Abdel-Latif Soghdadl 
and Kamaleddln Hussein, former 
Arab League secretary-general 
Mahmoud Riad, former am- 
bassador in Moscow Murad Ghaleb, .

Coalition defeats two more 
motions of no-confidence 


Post Knesset Reporter 
By a vote of 61-40, the Knesset 
yesterday defeated a no-confidence 
motion submitted by the Align- 
ment. A second no-confidence mo- 
tion, by tbe Communists, was 
defeated by a larger majority, with 
the Alignment and Shai abstaining. 

The Alignment motion, presented 
by Chalke Grossman, was based on 
the “the government’s economic 
and social failure." Grossman 
charged that Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz in calculating 
various economic coats, had 
forgotten tbe human factor. By 
now, she said, it was clear that the 
process of narrowing the social gap 
had been halted. - 
Meir Wilner (DFPE) criticized 
the - "cruel repression, accom- 


panied by protracted curfews and 
pogroms on the West Bank." 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
replied that- the Likud government 
haid ended subsidies to capital. 
"Cost price” was not a dirty word, 
Hurvitz said. 

The farmers wanted the govern- 
ment to subsidize milk so that peo- 
ple would buy more at less than cost 
price. But even if the farmers, 
teachers, and welfare recipients 
had legitimate demands, there was 
simply no money to meet them, he 
said. 

Hurvitz said that unemployment 
was marginal, , exports- were up by 
38 per cent, and inflation showed 
signs of declining on an annual 
basis, even though It might jump in 
one month or another. 


Cohen’s bill on Jerusalem 
has all factions buzzing

The Knesset was buzzing yester- 
day in- anticipation of a private 
member's bill by Geula Cohen 
(Tehlya) which has its preliminary 
reading tomorrow — Jerusalem 
Day. 

Cohen's bill has three clauses: 

• .. Jerusalem is the capital of 
Israel; 

• The integrity and unity of 

Greater Jerusalem,, as delineated 
after the Six Day War, shall hot be 
impaired; ■ . . * 

• The president of the state, the 
Knesset, the government and the 
High Court shall all have their per- 
manent seat in Jerusalem. 

Coalition chairman Haim Corfu, 
no admirer of his former Herat 
colleague Cohen, said flatly that 
her bill must be struck off the agen- 
da. 

This caused some palpitations 
among the Coalition executive, 
though it turned out that Corfu’s de- 
mand was based on a -mis- 
understanding - 

Am non Linn (La’am) said that 
although several laws specify 
Jerusalem as Israel’s capital, and 
thus a new law was redu n da nt , it 
would be a grave error to strike 
Cohen's bill off the agenda once it 
came up. "It would be better for us 
to cut off our right hands," Linn 
said. 

Yehuda Ben-Melr (NRP) said the 
coalition would bear a heavy 
responsibility if It voted the bill 
down, because the world would see 
Israel hesitating to fix Jerusalem 
as its capital. 

Zalman Shoval (Rafi) said the ex- 


ecutive could decide nothing 
without hearing the position of 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg. 

Corfu said that if Cohen's hill 
were trimmed to keep in the first 
clause only, he would gladly, vote 
for it. Otherwise she must be asked 
to defer her proposal for a week, to 
enable further discussion behind 
the scenes. 

After the executive meeting, it 
transpired that Burg personally 
would not object to having Cohen's 
-bill 'voted .tocojnmlttee;' and con- 
tacts were established with Cohen 
to persuade her to ^postpone it. 

Cohen said late last night she 
would not postpone her bill for 
another week. . 

Meanwhile, the Cohen bill was 
also keeping the Alignment ex- 
ecutive busy. 

Labour chairman Shimon Feres 
said that a law was unnecessary 
since the Knesset in 1967 had ex- 
tended Israel’s sovereignty over 
united Jerusalem. If a law were to 
be- proposed, he said, it should be 
sponsored jointly by the govern- 
ment and the opposition. Cohen's 
law was superficial, he said, and 
did not even mention the right of all 
faiths to free access to their holy 
places. 

Uzi Bar am said that he was 
chairing a special Alignment sub- 
committee, along with his Labour 
colleague Shlomo Hillel and 
Mapam’s Naft&ll Feder, to draft a 
comprehensive Jerusalem law. 

The government has not yet 
decided officially how to react to 
the bill. Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tamir la reportedly reluctant to 
answer in the Knesset on behalf ol 
the government. 


Jordanians deny ‘Time’ report on PLO 


AMMAN (Reuter) . — Jordanian of- 
ficials said yesterday there was no 
truth in a report by "Time” 
magazine that Jordan had agreed 
to allow Palestinian te r ror is ts to 
operate from its te rri tor y against 
Israel.

Sisyphus— or the Sages?

For 19 year* the annual scene baa 
been the same. 

Like Sisyphus and Ms stone In the 
Greek myth, Dr. Itzhak Nebenzahl, 
each year more grey than before, 
carries a thick and heavy book into 
a room full of newsmen waiting for 
him to once again decry civil ser- 
vice mismanagement and provide 
them with & month of headlines 
about government scandals. 

There are few public servants In 
the country who can so command 
the respect of .journalists. Neben- 
zahl is one, perhaps precisely for 
his. willingness to describe every 
year what he might well have 
written about the year before, and 
to retain, even in. hi a eighth decade, 
a gentle but biting sense of humour 
as he describes in sombre tones the 
extent of bureaucratic deteriora- 
tion. 

Nebenzahl arrived at his 
Jerusalem press conference yester- 
day just as some 300 Journalists fill- 
ed the Belt Agron lobby after voting 
for new rules and regulations in 
their union. 


But as- the Comptroller, leaning 
on a bamboo cane, limped slowly 
through the lobby to the elevator, 
even the most vocal of the jour- 
nalists hushed their argument and 
made way. 

'"Diere goes tbe Old Man,** 
whispered one, and the whisper was 
echoed throughout the lobby. 

Not for the first time, Nebenzahl 
was asked yesterday .whether he 
had a sense of d£JA vu. whether the 
task of Sisyphus had not finally 
made him despair. 

“I will take the- question from 
Greek mythology and transfer if to 
the Jewish tradition,** he said, 
seemingly' relieved to answer a 
question that did not relate to one of 
the hundreds of details in his 
report. "The task Is not yours to 
complete,*' he said, quoting the 
Sayings of the Fathers, and then he 
added the rest of the quote, "But 
you are not at liberty to shirk it." 

Nebenzahl- referred to another 
■ famous quotation yesterday, to con- 
vince the public that the time has 
-come to act. It was from Chairman 
Mao: “A march of ten thousand 
begins with a single step.”

Drastic changes must be made 
right now, the comptroller said, un- 
less Israel wants to find itself — 
very soon — without any means to 
operate the economy, buy fuel and 
raw materials, equip the army and 
pay debts. 

Israel’s great balance -of- 
payments deficit and the growth in 
its national debt are not the causes 
of the debacle, he pointed out. 
Rather, it is the result of a system 
of faulty practices In the economy 
and public administration. 

Tbe comptroller’s report has 
pointed this out tn the past, a 
number of times: for instance, the 
fact that yields to investors in the 
capital market are higher than 
those considered normal in any 
modem state, while government 
aid to enterprise is very cheap. 

"We are enslaving the future,” 
Nebenzahl said. "And the future 
has already begun. Instead of rosy 
prospects, we have grey clouds, 
and if we don't stop now, we are 


likely to encounter darkness. ” 

The government's price-riba 
programme, daily or weekly, 
demoralizes the publle. Nebenzahl 
said. Some of them reflect the 
cancellation of subsidies or the in- 
crease In oil prices. But most of the 
price rises today are simply ad- 
justments to the devaluation of 
Israeli currency, and are neutraliz- 
ed by linkages to the consumer in- 
dex, a ‘-golem" which has turned on 
its creators. 

^ c ' The r ;bpifc‘ ^f 'the- price rises, 
ftb&efore. contribute nothing -to 
a ^uring^* r ttie 'economy. Instead, 
they represent a "running to stay in 
place." Tbe main victims are the 
poorest — but most of the popula- 
tion goes about its business as 
usual. 

The comptroller said he had met 
with the ministers of finance and 
defence, and with Knesset com- 
mittees, to demand increased 
civilian Involvement in planning for 
Israel's security — a demand which 
was already made in earlier 
reports. 

He said he was appealing par- 
ticularly to civilians to cooperate in 
helping to plan policy and budgets, 
since the defence system had 
always agreed to involve them. 

He noted that defence planning 
( involves tbe fate of the nation, and 
' must be seen in wide perspective. 
The greatest security comes hot 
necessarily from the greatest ex- 
penditure. But until the achieve- 
ment of full and secure peace, 
neither should defence spending be 
minimal. Nebenzahl said he saw 
dangers in both extremes. 


Amit to work ‘from inside’

TEL AVIV. — MK Meir Amit said 
yesterday that he's still opposed to

Labour’s left wing has not 
welcomed Amlt's return. It accused 
him of being "anti -proletarian” 
when he served as the Begin 
government’s minister of transport 
and communications. 

Amit said he rejected "press 
demagoguery” which Insinuates 
that he is an opportunist who left the 
party when It was in a decline and Is 
returning to the fold when Labour's 
prospects are Improving. 

Amit said he realises that 
"Labour Is still divided from the In- 
side, but I will not announce which 
of the warring factions 1 will now 
support.”

Arms cache ^suspects hold 
‘extreme nationalist views’

Although the two suspects in the 
Yeshivat Hakotel arms case 

have apparently, denied links to 
either Gush Ehnunixn or to Rabbi 
Metr Kah&ne’s extremist K&ch 
organization, both have expressed 
“some extremely nationalistic 
views." a police source said yester- 
day. 

Police Investigators, who have 
discounted the possibility that ac- 
ting officer Moshe Ben-Arye «nH 
Rav-Turai A rye Leibowitz were 
storing the weapons for criminal 
purposes, are convinced that the 
two 20-year-olds had "offensive, 
rather then defensive plans,” a 
source said. 

The police would prefer to com- 
plete their Investigation before tur- 
ning oyer the two suspects to the ar- 
my. a senior Jerusalem police 
source said yesterday. 


The source said that it is the ar-' 
ay's "right” to take over the in- 
vestigation, since the two suspects 
are soldiers and the arras and am- 
munition were stolen from an army 
base. The two men are being held 
by the police, and military police 
detectives are aiding to the in- 
vestigation. 

But he said that Jerusalem police

Israeli hoopsters blow big lead, 
lose to Poland in pre-Olympic match 


TEL AVTV. — In an inexplicable 
second- half slump, a confused 
Israel basketball squad let slip a 
massive 19-point lead to lose 89-74 to 
Poland in the first round of the 
Olympic Games final qualifying, 
tourney in Geneva yesterday. 

The defeat has come as a serious 
setback to Israel’s hopes of 
reaching the finals In Moscow by 
finishing In the first three of the 
eight European nations competing 
in Geneva. 

An earlier defeat by France at 
Neuchatel also counts against 
Israel, which now needs to win its 
five remaining games in order to 
have any chance of advancing to 
the Olympic finals. 

Yesterday Israel cruised to a 
comfortable 14-6 lead which grew to 
41-22, though the Poles already 
showed signs of recovery before 
half time. At the turn Israel led 43- 
28. 

In the second period, tbe Poles 


changed tactics to a close man-on* 
man defence.. This completely un- 
settled the Israelis, and in the con- 
fusion there was no playroaker to 
organize play, no-one to fix onto 
rehounds, no-one to shoot and no- 
one to lead the squad. 

Tile gaps In defence enabled the 
Poles to close tbe points difference 
rapidly. It was the feeblest 20 
minutes of basketball played by an 
Israel representative squad for 
many years. 

Coach Ralph Klein had no answer 
from the bench, where he kept Jim 
Boatwright and Mickey Berkowttx, 
potentially Israel’s most likely 
matchwinners, for nearly all of the 
second period. Berk owl tz scored 
only tour points and Steve Kaplan 
only six. Lou Silver, who had a fine 
first half, was top scorer with 24 
points and Boatwright netted 16.

Soldiers backing Ojok held con- 
trol of the government radio station 
and Kampala's main post office for 
the second day. although few 
soldiers were seen on the streets. 
Many office workers stayed home 

and the capital remained quiet. 

"The Military Commission is in 

full control at the country," the 
spokesman said in Kampala. He 
sold the commission was in con- 
tinuous session and was deciding its 
actions by unanimous votes. 

Binaisa was at his official 
residence in Entebbe. 32 km from 
Karri Da la. He was reported on Sun- 
day under the protection of soldiers 


from neighbouring Tanzania. 

Asked whether Binaisa continued 
to act as President, an aide, reach- 
ed by telephone, replied "Oh. yes." 

The military revolt developed 
after Binaisa. citing a worsening 
security situation, dismissed Ojok 
from his army command on Satur- 
day. Ojok. supported by allies on 
the Military Commission, refused 
to go. 

The six-man commission 
nominally commands no troops and 
has no powers Of decision. 

But the commission includes as 
members Ojok and Major-General 
Tito Okello, the army commander, 
both allies of former President 
Milton Obote. Obote, in Tanzanian 
exile since he was overthrown by 
dictator Idi Amin in 1971. plans to 
return home this month to prepare 
for presidential elections in which 
he would be Binaisa's main oppo- 
nent. 


U.S. expects 60,000 Cuban refugees 


WASHINGTON tUPI). — The ad- 
ministration said yesterday that 
60.000 Cuban refugees may arrive 
in the U.S. this month, and the 
White House asked the Pentagon to 
prepare two military bases, in 
Maryland and Pennsylvania, to 
help process the Influx. 

An old naval training centre at 
Bainbrtdge, Maryland, and a 
national guard training centre at 
Indiantown Gap, Pennsylvania, 
will join processing points in 
Florida and Arkansas in handling 
the refugees, a White House 
spokesman said. 

Each of the two additional cen- 


tres is expected to handle 20.000 
refugees in a move designed to ease 
the pressure on Florida, where 
more than 30,000 Cubans — in- 
cluding 5,000 on Sunday — have 
arrived recently in-smfll boats. 

One Cuban refugee who arrived 
in the boatlift was arrested by the 
FBI yesterday and charged with 
the 1969 hijacking of a National 
Airlines jetliner. 

Alfredo Alejandro Hernandez .*27, 
was charged with the September 24. 
1969 hijacking of the National 
MI amf-to- Jacksonville flight with 
75 passengers and a crew of seven.

Swedes get back to work as 
biggest strike is settled 


STOCKHOLM (UFI). — With the 
worst labour conflict in Swedish 
history over, the nation returned to 
work with amazing speed yester- 
day, but in the aftermath of the dis- 
pute questions remained about the 
future of the country’s industrial 
relations. 

Within 30 minutes of Sunday's an- 
nouncement ending the strikes and 
lockouts that had idled nearly 1 
million workers, televirion resumed 
normal broadcasts. Public 
transport was rolling again within 
hours planes were back in the 
air before morning. 

Swedish industiy, which lost an 
estimated 5830m. during the 
walkout, reopened for business 
yesterday. Almost as quickly, 
however, the nation began asking 
Itself what the conflict meant to 
Sweden, renowned for Its history of 
tranquil labour relations. 

Is the “Swedish model,’’ the 
country’s highly centralized system 
of annual wage bargaining, dead? 
Has Sweden finally proved Itself to 
be just like other Industrialized 
nations in times of economic dis- 
tress? 

The answers to these questions 
won’t come overnight, but the 
analysis has b.egun. Some 
observers said the strike proved 
once and for all that the system 
does work. They argued that the 
first serious dispute after 42 years 


of . industrial peace was settled, 
quickly and without any serious 
harm done to anyone. 

But others said that the system 
had failed and showed that it can 
only function during good economic 
times and perhaps only with a 
socialist government. During the 42 
years of rule "-by the Social 
Democratic Party the system did 
work, largely because unions knew 
the government would help them 
with price controls and tax legisla- 
tion if wage agreements were less 
than satisfactory. 

However, With a non-socialist 
government, the employers took a 
much harder line with the idea that 
the political climate was right for 
settlement along more stringent 
lines. 

In the end. however, it took a per- 
sonal appeal from Prime Minister 
Thorbjorn Falldin to get the 
employers to accept the offer made 
by a government-appointed 
mediating team. The package 
agreed upon called for a 6.8 per cent 
wage increase in the private sector 
where the unions had originally 
demanded 11.3 per cent and the 
employers had offered no increase 
at all. In the public sector the two 
sides agreed to a 7.3 per cent hike, a 
compromise between the 12 per 
cent union demand and the 4.8 per 
cent ottered by employers.

About a quarter of the 

State Comptroller's report is 
taken up by the chapters on 
the Treasury and the 
economic activities of the 
Defence Ministry. The two 
between them — and par- 



ticularly the Treasury — 
determine much of what 
goes on* in other- ministries 
and state-affiliated or 
budget-supported organiza- 
tions and enterprises. 

The budget division and 
the accountant-general, 
between them, determine 
the level and flow of the 
government's expenditure; 
the State Revenue Ad- 
ministration and the Capital 
Market, Savings and In- 
surance Division between 
them determine the 
government's domestic 
revenues. 

As a result of the 
accelerated inflation in 1978 
and 1979, much of the Comp- 
troller’s criticism is directed 
at the inadequate control of 
expenditure. Its main cause 
is insufficient mformatlon at 
the disposal of the Treasury 
itself — -not to speak of the 
Knesset. 


The Comptroller has 
criticized these inadequacies 
for years, but to little effect. 
The Accountant-General, the 
report states, has In- 
complete data on the state's 
assets and liabilities, on the 
government's current flow 
of expenditure and its con- 
tractual commitments for 
the future, and on the money 
due to it from the various 
sources of revenue. 

In the absence of reUable 
and reasonably complete 
data on revenue and com- 
mitments, the budget — 
which Is the government's 
plan of expenditure — 
becomes little more than a 
rough guideline, a declara- 
tion of intent. Instead of a 
legal framework for the 
government's expenditures. 
Effective ' parliamentary 
control is precluded and — 
as the Comptroller's report 
points out — since the budget 
law provides for no sanctions 


against excessive outlays, 
there is no procedure for 
dealing with such excesses, 
either in the Treasury itself 
or by the Knesset. .Most 
ministries, the report says, 
do not even report on the cir- 
cumstances which led to ex- 
cess expenditure, as they are 
required to do. 

The State Comptroller's 
report, in the nature of 
things, deals mostly with 
irregularities, and does not 
deal out praise. However, 
the irregularities are not 
only many and serious, they 
often also go uncorrected 
year after year. All too often, 
the Comptroller refers bock 
to previous reports — 
sometimes of many years 
ago. 

- The Finance Minister's- 
replies to the criticism are 
published simultaneously 
with the Comptroller’s 
report. Those replies show 
that sometimes — mostly on 


technicalities — the govern- 
ment disagrees with the 
Comptroller’s findings and 
criticisms, but In the majori- 
ty of cases the Treasury, 
speaking for the government 
as a whole, “promises to be 
good boys in the future,” 
without going into an ex- 
planation why the 
Irregularities happened in 
the first place. 

Instances of wasteful mis- 
management, involving 
losses of many millions, 
abound throughout the 
Veport — without a single 
case being cited of an official 
who has been fired, disciplin- 
ed or been called to account 
for negligence, disregard of 
legal and administrative 
rules, or Incompetence. 

Again and again, ex- 
amples are. brought forth of 
how the state's resources are 
a milch-cow for individuals 
and economic enterprises 
who have the political pull. 


the adroitness to take advan- 
tage of the weaknesses, 
loopholes and political shib- 
boleths of the system, and 
who can make the govern- 
ment throw good money 
after bad. 

The 30th report of the State 
Comptroller is the first that 
covers an entire fiscal year 
under the present govern- 
ment. It shows that there is 
indeed continuity of govern- 
ment in Israel: the frequent 
references to what the 
Comptroller already cen- 
sured in his 29th, 28th, 26th 
and even 22ru3 report, show 
that what was wrong then 
has often'remained as wrong 
in 1978 and 1979. Moreover, it 
shows that the government 
not only disregards the law, 
as passed by the Knesset, 
but also its own decisions. 

Decisions made on impor- 
tant matters — sometimes 
with great ceremony — are 
often quietly disregarded or 


reversed. Issues on which 
reports should be submitted 
to the Knesset arc not 
reported. Budget cuts arc 
often temporary and only or. 
paper — the amounts 
originally deducted are later 
quietly restored. The same is 
true with regard to reduc- 
tions in the number of state 
employees. When nothing 
else helps, the budget is 
simply evaded, by shifting 
the activity concerned tu 
extra-budgetary expen- 
ditures. 

Ministries, government 
enterprises, local authorities 
and state -supported 
organizations often do pretty 
much as they please. As a 
result of inefficient informa- 
tion. inadequate reporting, 
unsatisfactory methods of 
supervision and control, the 
Treasury's ability to 
manage the economy is 
weakened, and even its abili- 
ty to plan and predict is 
severely circumscribed.

budget, but failed to do so. Instead 
of 43 per cent of the budget, which 
the government decided to spend hi 
the first half of the fiscal year, ac- 
tual expenditure came to 90 per 
cent, and in most budget items even 
more. 

UNLIKE ANT properly run 
business, the government has no 
cash flow forecast, not even for a 
few months ahead. Instead, money 
is allocated according to the actual 
cash position, or on a monthly 
basis. Not surprisingly, the 
ministries often ask for additional 
funds after having exhausted their 
initial monthly allocations. In five 
out of eight months, the Comp- 
troller says, actual expenditure ex- 
ceeded the monthly forecasts of dis- 
bursements by large amounts. The 
Comptroller therefore urges the es- 
tablishment of clear criteria for the 
allocation of extra cash. 

The lack of proper -budgetary 
planning and control, especially in 
times of hugh inflation, also leads to 
conflicts ■ between the budget law 
and other laws or contractual 
obligations. Thus, the Treasury 
paid wages in accordance with the 
labour contract, which conflicted 
jwtth.the budget law... 

The supervision of the budget (n, 
the course ot fhe^ear.'the Comp-’ 
trailer concludes, was impaired 
(and resulted in - higher real costs) 
as a result of an originally un- 
derestimated budget at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year. 

A proper Implementation of the 
budget depends on adequate repor- 
ting. The monthly reports on the 
implementation of the budget 
prepared by the various ministries 
are, however,- not complete, 
because expenditures are recorded 
In current accounts and transferred 
to the budget only at the end of the 
year. In addition, these reports are 
often out of date — sometimes by as 
much as two months. 

Worse stHl Is the state of repor- 
ting on contractual obligations 
assumed by the ministries. They 
have a limit In the budget law, but 
they submit no reports — with few 
exceptions, not even by the end of 
the fiscal year, as they are required 
to do. A committee appointed In 
1978 to recommend reporting 
procedures has not yet finished Its 
work. . 

TAX REVENUES 

THE TAX authorities, and the In- 
come Tax Administration in par- 
ticular, tend to submit un- 
derestimates of revenue at the 
beginning of the year. The Comp- 
troller says that there Is no 
justification for the preparation of 
tax-collection programmes based 
Initially on underestimates. 

Although the Comptroller, in his 
restrained style, does not say so, 
the implication is clear: An un- 
derestimate makes it easier to 
point to “achievements" later, 
when the original estimates are ex- 
ceeded. However, the original es- 
timates affect the government’s 
planning process and ita economic 
policies. • • ‘ 

The preparation of the estimates 
of Income tax from employees 
depends on the estimate of the. time 
lag between the tax deductions and 
their transfer to the Treasury. The 
Comptroller found that these 
transfers increase by tens of per 
cent in February and Marc h.^ The 
Comptroller's statement that this. 

has an adverse effect on the real 
volume of taxes collected means 
that employers illicitly borrow 
money from the Treasury by delay- 
ing their transfers of taxes 
deducted from their workers. In 
conditions of high Inflation, this 
means substantial profits for the 
employers — and a loss to the 
Treasury. 

Although the tax advances 
payable by self-employed tax- 
payers are now monthly, tor the 
first 10 months of the fiscal year, in- 
stead of quarterly as before (com- 
panies still pay. quarterly ad- 
vances), the advances were 31 per 
cent of the total taxes due in each of 
the years 1978, 1978, 1977. 

Advances from eompwdes were 
so per cent in 1975 and 19T7, and » 
per cent In 1978. Therefore, the 
Comptroller concludes, there has 
been no Improvement in tte ratio 
between advances and toW taxw 
due from the business sector In re- 
cent years.

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has been no real Increase between 
1975 and 1978. 

Contractors do not report on 
deductions of tax from sub- 
contractors, as they are obliged to 
do, or they report late. Out of 17,558 
files of such contractors in 1978, 
only 5,983 submitted reports by 
December 1979. The ratio of reports 
submitted to files has been on the 
decline — from 75 per cent in 1975 to 
34 per cent In 1978 . 

But the contractors not only 
report late, if they report at -all. 
They also delay the transfer of the 
taxes they have deducted from 
their suppliers. Some still owe the 
Treasury money they deducted In 
1975. And although these accounts 
were computerized In 1975, . the 
Comptroller says, there was no 
follow-up on payments until August 
1979. nor were any fines Imposed. 

JBy the end of fiscal 1978, the debt 
due to the Treasury amounted to 
IL309m., or 16.5 per cent of the tax- 
es ' collected for deductions at 
source. In Jerusalem, the outstan- 
ding debt was 33 per cent of what 
was collected from contractors. 

Taxpayers who are obliged to 
deduct taxes at source are subject 
to Inspections by the income tax 
auth prides. However, these inspec- 
tions, it appears, from the Comp- 
troller's report, concentrate mainly 
on tax deductions from wages. 

In a sample of 22 contractors 
checked by the -Comptroller, it was 
found that only three were in- 
spected between. April and October 
1979. On average, ' the interval 
between inspections was 27 months, 
and in five cases there had been 
none for three years. - 

Moreover, when inspections were 
carried out, and deficiencies were 
found, the authorities either made 
no tax assessment or did not take 
account of the deficiencies. 

THE -COMPTROLLER concludes 
that there was no adequate supervi- 
sion and follow.iup on tax 
statements by contractors, as a 
result of which the authorities fail- 
ed to get complete information on 
the recipients of income from sub- 
contracting work,. . And when 
statements were submitted, there 
was an unsatisfactory processing of 
the tax collections, nor were Inspec- 
tions carried out as they, should 
have been. 

The situation is not much better 
with respect to the collection of 
regular income tax: Since 1975, on 
the basis of the rwgrmiw.nrlaHnTm 
of the Ben-Shahar committee, the 
tax authorities have introduced the 
sample system for checking Income 
tax statements. 'Die system was in- 
tended to check a s m al l sample of 
statements in depth, and to accept 
all others at their face value. 

By 1978, however, the income tax 
administration concluded that 
-there was no point in continuing to 
check thd tax files that had been in- 
cluded in the sample of 1978, and 
which had not yet been checked. It 
was therefore decided to draw a 
new sample. 

The work programme was to 
check 5,800 fax files of self- 
employed and companies in 1978. 
and 6.000 in 1979 — some 2 per cent 
Of all the active .files. In reality, the 
administration was able to check. 
3,887 file*, or 66,9 per cent of the 
planned number, in 1978, and 1,439 


out of 2,995 planned for the first half 
of fiscal 1979 — 48 per cent 

The level of performance has 
therefore been oh the decline. Ac- 
cording to the work programme, 
the output per tax inspector was 
supposed to he 28 files per year. In 
reality, they managed to check 12 
files in 1977. In 1978, the output rose 
to 28 files, compared with a planned 
norm of 30. For 1979, the ad- 
ministration plans an output of 35 
files per Inspector. 

As will be remembered, the in- 
come tax administration Is to 
receive 600,000 declarations of 
assets this year and to check, ac- 
cording to Income Tax Com- 
missioner Dov Neiger's 
statements, some 100,000 a year. 
This is to be compared with a 48 per 
cent performance in checking a 
sample of 6,000 ordinary tax 
statements. 

The Comptroller is highly critical 
of the way the tax admin i s tration 
has coped — or rather, failed to 
cope — with the sample system of 
checks. The tax Inspectors, Instead 
of using the rigorous sample ex- 
amination as a deterrent, as it was 
Intended to be, often continued past 
practices and settled cases by 
agreement. The examination of the 
statements In the sample was often 
less than thorough. 

DKFICIE1NCIES were also found 
with respect to value added tax, but 
the Comptroller has even harsher 
things to say about the way the so- 
called conditional exemptions from 
indirect taxes are managed. These 
exemptions, mainly for customs 
duties; -are granted tor goods im- 
ported by approved enterprises, for 
temporary Imports (such as goods 
imported for display in exhibitions 
and fain) and others. Among the 
latter, imports of goods for hotels 
are particularly important. 

The value of . these exemptions 
was about IL2b. in 1978, including 
exemptions from purchase tax. 'Die - 
Comptroller found that there was - 
no systematic supervision of com- 
pliance with the terms on which the 
exemptions were granted. 

No rules bad been laid down, tor 
example, tor the quantities and 
types of goods currently consumed 
by hotels, nor was there any 
systematic reporting or check of In- 
ventories. 

A committee appointed as far 
back as 1973 had recommended 
abolishing these tax - exemptions 
and giving the hotels a cash grant 
instead. However, the recommen- 
dations were not Implemented 
because the Ministry of Industry, 
Trade and Tourism and, understan- 
dably, the Association of Hotel* Ob- 
jected. 

One of the ways of examining 
whether the conditions for such tax 
exemptions have been fulfilled, es- 
pecially in the case of approved 
enterprises, is to check their books.

ISRAEL maintains economic 
representations of various kinds, 
throughout the U.8. In New York 
and other cities, there are offices of 
the Treasury and the Ministry of In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism. A 
Treasury representative, responsi- 
ble for the budget and administra- 
tion of all the economic missions, 
and handling the financial flows of 
the Treasury in the U.S., is based in 
New York. In addition, the 
Treasury has a representative of 
the Investment Authority and a 
Supply Mission. 

The Ministry of Industry, Trade 
and Tourism has a Trade Com- 
missioner in New York and a 
Tourism Administration. The trade 
mission and the Investment 
Authority bad joint offices in 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Atlanta, 
Philadelphia, Houston and Boston. 
The Tourism Administration has of- 
fices in New York, Chicago, A t la nt a 
and Los Angeles. 

THE ECO NOMI C MISSIONS 
IN THE U^. 

THE CUSTOMARY un- 
derstatements in the Comptroller’s 
report do not mitigate the 
harshness with which the conduct 
and performance of our economic 
missions in the U.S. are censured in 
certain important areas. 

All economic activities were, un- 
til 1979. under the jurisdiction of the 
economic minister, who was based 
In New York. In 1979, an additional 
economic minister was appointed 
in Washington, and the economic - 
minister tor Canada was made In- 
dependent of New York. 

In 1979, the budget for all these 
missions excluding the Defence 
Ministry's supply mission was 
IL80b. and employed 113 people. 

THE YEARS 1978 and 1979 saw a 
number of changes and reversals in 
our economic representations in the 
U.S. 'When the new economic 
minister In Washington was ap- 
pointed, the economic minis ter in 
New York — Dr. Zvt Dinatein — 

. resigned, with effect from May 
1979. The new minister arrived only 
In August. The Investment Authori- 
ty also remained without a head 
from April to September, and the 
Trade Commissioner left in August, 
before the new commissioner arriv- 
ed. 

This break with continuity, the 
Comptroller says, adversely 
affected the functioning of the 
economic representations, and Im- 
paired the orderly handing over of 
contacrii.. ^experJ«nce : and 
'knowledge. _> 

In I978. the government opened 
new offices in Boston, Philadelphia 
and Houston, in order to promote 
investmeats in Israel and to 
develop new export markets, to 
1979, the Treasury and the Ministry 
of Industry, Trade and Tourism 
.decided, to close the offices In 
Philadelphia, Boston and Atlanta, 
and to reduce staff in Chicago and 
Los Angeles. . Within less than a 
year, the report points out, there, 
was a reversal of policy — but up to 
the end of the period covered by the. 
Comptroller's report, nothing was 
. done. The Philadelphia and Boston 
offices have remained. 

'•'-The -Trade-' Commission, the 
report says, has not really worked 


according to any clearly defined 
work programme. Annual work 
programmes were prepared 
without data on exports by 
branches and destination, nor did 
they have Information on priorities 
from the home office. 

Although the Trade Commission 
attaches much Importance to visits 
by Israeli exporters, it does not 
follow up on the results of their 
marketing efforts. The Trade Com- 
mission provides exporters with ex- 
hibition space, but has no 
procedures for the length of time 
for which such sales offices and dis- 
play areas may be used. 

On the other hand, exporters of 
fashion goods were given 10 display 
rooms, but evinced no Interest in 
them. The rooms remained unused. 

The cost of exhibitions in the U.S. 
Is to be borne by the Export 
Institute. The Trade Commission 
was late in providing the reports on 
these costs for 1977 and 1978, nor did 
It insist on the transfer of the 
moneys due. By the end of the 
period covered by the report, the 
Export Institute still owed more 
than $40,000. 

THE Investment Authority is sup- 
posed to3= promote Investments in 
■Israel. The reports tor 1978 and 1979 
show that out of 50 projects handl- 
• ed, for example, by the Lea An ge lea 
office, 12 reached an advanced 
stage of preparation and only 4 
reached the stage of implementa- 
tion. Out of 81 projects dealt with by 
the Chicago office, 7 resulted in In- 
vestments. 

.The supply mission buys fodder 
grains, wheat, soybeans and soya 
oil from the U.S. and Canada. Its 
purchases in 2978 amounted to 
$380m., of which |55m. went for 
transportation costs. 

Although the supply mission 
buys, on the basis of orders from 
the government trade administra- 
tion In the Ministry of Industry, 
Trade and Tourism, ships the goods 
and pays for them, the Imports into 
Israel are formally carried out by 
importers, who get a 2.5 per cent 
commission for what the Comp- 
troller describes by saying that 
“these importers have no signifi- 
cant function in the Import 
process.” 

A committee set up in 1978 to 
study the role of these importers 
had not concluded Its intricate task 
until November 1979. 

There are other strange aspects 
to the functioning of the supply mis- 
sion. The mission buys on the basis 
of telex quotations from the 
suppliers. That procedure Is new. 
Formerly, offers and purchases 
were negotiated by telephone. 
Sometimes, the mission has to buy 
several thousands of tonnes more in 
order to fill up a ship. The ad- 
ditional purchases were negotiated 
by phone until the Comptroller re- 
quired telex negotiations. 

These additional purchases, the 
Comptroller points out. may 
sometimes be costly, because 
purchases from a different supplier 
may require loading the ship in two 
ports — and the original supplier 
knows this. 

The mission is sometimes 
ordered to buy in a hurry, or to ad- 
vance shipments — apparently 
because the management of inven- 
tories in Israel had been inade- 
quate. 

In one case cited by the Comp- 
troller, an early shipment of 
sorghum urgently required by the 
Ministry of Agriculture because 
stocks had fallen low not only coat 
more for the grain, but also for the 
special chartering of a ship- The ex- 
tra cost of transportation alone 
came to $560,000 — about a quarter 
of the entire budget of all the 
economic missions in the U.S. In 
1979. 

FOR MANY YEARS, the supply 
mission paid for purchases with 
letters of credit because in the past 
the Treasury was interested in ob- 
taining short-term credit. 

In 1978, the Treasury decided no 
longer to take up such short-term 
credit. 

In 1978, the Treasury decided no 
longer to take up such short-term 
credits. The letters of credit, which 
by now were merely a means of 
payment, continued at a cost of 
l/20th of a per cent charged by the 
banks. 

It took the supply mission time, 
and the observations of the Comp- 
troller. to discover that this cost — 
amounting to $150,000 a year — 
could be saved, simply through 
paying by cheque. For the time be- 
ing, the supply mission still wants 
to consider the use of cheques for 
transactions with its biggest 
suppliers.

Ixr.vtf's cashier, paymaster, chief 
administrator, budget director, and 
accountant-general in the U.S. Tko. 
Comptroller observes that th'.-; 
combination of functions dees non- 
conform to good management prac- 
tice. 

The Treasury representative, i: 
appears from the report, had largi* 
surplus balances — more thar. 
needed for the disbursements due 
— but until 1979 these surplusc ; 
were not generally transferred to 
Israel. Rather, they were depositee! 
in U.S. banks. 

The financial management of 
these balances, according to th-.- 
Comptroller, leaves something 
be desired. The Treasury keeps thy 
money in 24 accounts in 19 bank?., 
and some of it Is kept in non-’ 
interest-bearing current account--.. 
Deposit of the large amounts in- 
volved in interest'besrinff^aeccir.it-- 
is far from meticulous. 

--In a check made by the-Gc^a?.-! 
troller it was found that in January: 
1979 alone, the Treasurj' had 
some $47,000 in interest — partly! 
because accumulating revenues: 
were not deposited on time in 
interest-bearing accounts, partly 
because the Treasury represen- 
tative had no dally information on 
bank balances, and for other 
reasons. 

On an annual basis, this loss of in- 
terest is nearly equivalent to a- 
quarter of the entire budget of all 
the economic missions in the U.S. 

ALTHOUGH the Treasury 
representative is supposed to act 
virtually as Israel’s economic 
proconsul in the U.S. — a combina- 
tion of functions which, according- 
to the Comptroller, has undesirab 1 .-.' 
aspects — there Is no unified budge :■ 
for all the various Israeli represen- 
tations in the U.S. As a result 
budgetary control Is insufficient 
and expenditures exceeded budget- 
year after year. 

Payments are made or. the ao!-i 
signature of the Treasurj' represer-; 
tative. Cheques that are suppose v' 
to bear two signatures are signed 
by a single official, and sometimes 
without checking the supporting 
documents. Money transferred tr- 
Isracli missions in South .imfr'.v. 
goes unchecked as to its use. , 

Expenditures are raau. 1 
regardless of whether there is £ 
budget allocation for them — :! 
necessary, any budget Item 
still has a surplus is debited. Fund- 
received from Inheritances anti 
gifts, which are sometimes given 
for specific institutions or purposes, 
are transferred to the governnicr* 
custodian and do not reach their! 
destination. ' 

Already in 1972, the Treasury 
representative apparently found 
the budget system too constricting. 
He therefore opened what was cell- 
ed a special “B" account, which he 
used as a petty cash fund for a I! 
kinds of payments. For some :f 
these there was no documentation. 

to October 1978 the offices of thn- 
economlc missions, which uni ’ 
then had been in three different 
locations, were moved into onv 
building. This was supposed to save 
money for rent, increase the space 
at the disposal of the missions, anJ 
permit the reduction of manpower. 

None of this happened. The move 
to new offices, which was carried 
out despite strong protests by the 
directors- general of the Treasury 
and the Industry, Trade as<2 
Tourism Ministry, cost $327,080. 
and rent turned out to be higher 
than before. ' 

The missions got 2,760 square feet 
(about 300 square metres i more 
space, but 20 per cent of the entire 
space remained unutilized. The 
supply mission continued to main- 
tain stores in other location?, 
although the new storage space war 
not fully used. Textile exporter- 1 
were given space, and one room 
was given to... the Israeli Tennis 
Association, 

The move to new offices, which 
was high-handedly decided bj' the 
economic minister in New Tori;, 
against the opposition of the 
directors-general, cost a lot •>.* 
money, saved no manpower and 
turned out to be unsuitable for the 
work of the missions. The Comp- 
troller sums up by saying that thp 
move was irregular in the wey ii 
was carried out and "unsuccessful 
in its results." 
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Ministry of Defence 
— sovereign kingdom

THE BUDGET of the Defence 
Ministry is not published in detail. 
It is subject to supervision by* a 
joint sub-commlttec of the Finance 
Committee and the Defence and 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
Knesset. 

Unlike other ministries, the 
Defence Ministry submitted no 
detailed data on manpower 
ceilings, except for a global figure. 
Also, unlike other ministries, the 
Defence Ministry on its own shifts 
budget allocations from 
programme to programme. These 
transfers are. in fact, made only 
after the money has already been 
spent. 

In terms of budgetary control, it 
emerges from the Comptroller's 
report, this amounts to first 
shooting the arrow and then draw- 
ing the target around it. 

The Defence Ministry makes vast 
purchases In foreign currency, 
mostly out of American grants and 
loans. However, the Comptroller 
says that the reconciliation of its 
data with the data of the U.S. 
Defence Department, on moneys 
released for aid. Is deficient. The 
Comptroller refers back to his 22nd 
report, of eight years ago. and 
points out that the Defence Ministry 
does not adequately distinguish 
between disbursement out of loans 
and those financed by grants. 

The budgetary control is inade- 
quate. and since the ministry itself 
decides on changes in allocations, 
effective parliamentary control is 
precluded. 

LIKE OTHER ministries, the 
Defence Ministry, too. is' 
sometimes lenient with respect to 
public property. Thus, it entered 
Into an agreement with an 
automobile manufacturer for the 
re-buildlng of used vehicles, initial- 
ly for their re-use by the army. The 
overhauled vehicles turned out to 
have defects. The manufacturer 
then offered to overhaul them and 
sell them on the civilian market, 
paying the Defence Ministry one- 
third of the sales price and no less 
than IL20.000 a vehicle. 

The Defence Ministry got an 
average price of IL20.890 — much 
less than the ministry had received 
for used, not overhauled, vehicles 
of the same type sold earlier by 
public tender. 

Another case Involves the 
purchase of some equipment, as far 
hack as 1971, which the ministry 
later decided to leave abroad. In 
1977, the director-general of the 
ministry decided to sell this equip- 
ment to a manufacturer Involved in 
the production of components for 
which this equipment was intended, 
at its original purchase price. 

That price, taking into account 
the devaluation of the currency, 
would have been IL2.44m., but the 
manufacturer only offered ILlm. 
The ministry accepted that, 
although the project management 
objected and valued the equipment 
at ZL3.5m. 

>The Comptroller found no 
Stocumentatlon to justify the sale of 
4he equipment at one-third of its 
value. The cheap price was to be 
Jaken into account in the pricing of 
the goods to be produced with it — 
but, the Comptroller says, that also 
was not done. 

THE COMPTROLLER points out 
;that there is no effective coordina- 
tion between the Defence Ministry 

• and the Treasury with respect to 
;the budget. The two ministers con- 

• cemed agreed with the Comptroller 
that the Treasury, and other 

* ministries, should participate more 
actively in the discussions of the 


Defence Ministry's budget - but in 
reality nothing was done. 

The Knesset Control Committee, 
after having discussed the same 
subject on the basis of the previous 
report, censured the government 
for not assuring the recommended 
coordination. Again, nothing 
happened. 

The Comptroller found that the 
Treasury docs not participate in es- 
tablishing the priorities in the 
defence budget, and gets no reports 
on its implementation. Overspen- 
ding. such as an amount of IL726m. 
in fiscal 1978. goes unreported to the 
accountant-general. The Defence 
Ministry does as it pleases with 
respect to salaries, and does hot co- 
ordinate wage increases with the 
Treasury. It increases its man- 
power ceilings without an ap- 
propriate budget allocation. It Is, in 
short, a sovereign kingdom. 

Arms Agents 

ONE OF THE more unsavoury 
subjects in the Comptroller's report 
is dealt with in a special chapter on 
transactions carried out through 
import agents — meaning, agents 
for suppliers of military hardware. 

In fiscal 1978. the defence supply 
mission in New York made 
purchases for 82.26b., of which 
jl.Tb. were direct transactions with 
the U.S. Defence Department. 
These do not Involve agents. The 
rest, of 8926m.. and another 560m. 
worth of purchases ordered in 
Israel through agents, may involve 
commissions. 

The Defence Ministry has an 
agreement with some of these 
agents according to which a ceiling 
is put on their commissions, or a 
discount is given for part of the 
commission. However, the Defence 
Ministry depends for Its Informa- 
tion on the size of such commissions 
on the agents themselves. 

The role of these intermediaries 
has been a subject for examination, 
by the Comptroller since 1969. The 
latest was carried out In the second 
half of 1979. [legislation passed in 
1976, and effective from the end of 
March 1977, prohibits the receipt of 
commissions on military supplies, 
except by licence from the Defence 
Minister. The law refers only to 
military supplies proper — that is. 
items to be used by the IDF and 
produced according to the IDF*a or 
other military specifications. 

The Defence Ministry found it dif- 
ficult to Implement the law, partly 
because the distinction between 
military and non-military supplies 
Is difficult. In September 1978, a 
joint committee of the Defence 
Ministry and the arms agents was 
set up to draw up an agreement. 

ON THE BASIS of the framework 
agreement worked out, the Defence 
Ministry signed individual 
agreements with 63 out of 000 
agents, stipulating the conditions 
for sales to the ministry, including 
the size, of the commissions. Each 
agent attached a list of the firms 
represented by him to the agree- 
ment. 

However, the agents did not sub- 
mit documentation, such as their 
agreements with the firms they 
represent, to disclose their com- 
missions. Strangely enough, the 
agreement also stipulated that the 
Defence Ministry would not be per- 
mitted to offset amounts due from 
the agents' against those due to 
them. The agreement also con- 
tained a paragraph saying that the 
Defence Ministry would prefer 
purchases through the agents to 
direct acquisitions from the 
suppliers. 

The head of the military supply 


mission in New York objected to 
that in June 1978, more than a year 
after the law had come Into effect, 
and said that the obligation to buy 
through agents causes harm to the 
defence ministry, prevents cheaper 


purchases from other sources, and 
complicates the work of the supply 
mission. 

Hie Defence Ministry's generosi- 
ty vis-d-xHv these agents' did not end 
there. In September. 1979, the 


ministry agreed to provide the 
agents with a three-monthly report 
on the purchases made from the 
firms they represent, even if they 
bad been mad e directly. The Comp- 
troller is highly critical of the dis- 


i IN NEED OF AN 
j OVERHAUL

IN TYPICALLY undrrstated tones, 
the State Comptroller’s report this 
^ear indicts the police with charges 
r.anging from poor training, 
negligence, lack of planning, and 
Ignoring the recommendations of a 
■ government appointed committee 
that studied crime — and the police 

- — a year before the report was 
^ Issued. 

Written in the wake of the 
< prestigious 1978 Shimron Com- 
mittee report on Crime In Israel, 
the comptroller’s findings show 
“that there is still no overall con- 
ceptual framework for the work of 
the police, there is still no 
' framework for achieving its alms, 
l' and there Is still no framework for 

- providing the police with the 
resources It needs to achieve those 

'■ aims." 

Ironically, the report is being 
issued almost simultaneously with 
a mulU-year programme for police 
•; reorganization prepared by the new 
Inspector-General, Rav-Nltzav 
Herzl Shafir. 

Preparation of the multi-year 
programme, dubbed "Tiro ah'" was 
Shafir’s first priority when he took 
over the police command on 
January 1. 

* While the report relies on the 
\ Shimron committee's findings and 
i 1 recommendations as guidelines for 
its own investigation, the comp- 
troiicr also faults the committee. 

.. The Shimron committee did not 
answer all the questions it should 
have, the comptroller states. 

Yet, the burden lies on the pc ice, 
which "has not fully discussed nor 
I" Implemented, in full, "the Shimron 
: committee’s recommendations.

often filled at random. 

Some of the details reported by 
the comptroller are astounding. 

Nearly 73 per cent of the police 
force's investigating officers In cer- 
tain districts did not complete ap- 
propriate training. Hie National 
Police command last year promis- 
ed the comptroller that In April 
1980, new training courses will 
begin. 

Investigators spend up to 30 per 
cent of their time doing police work 
other than Investigation. “Supervi- 
sion of investigators is minimal and 
sometimes sporadic." says the 
report. Some 25 per cent of cases 
brought to the prosecutor’s office 
had to be returned because the 
evidence in the cases was Insuf- 
ficient. “On one day In 1979. the cen- 
tral district deputy commander of 
investigations closed between 100 to 
760 cases in the Rehovot sub- 
district, and in the Sharon district. 
100 and 450 cases pending in 
Netanya, were closed" the report 
flatly states. 

And in most cases when It was 
decided not to bring charges, police 
failed to notify the citizen who 
made the original complaint that 
prompted an investigation, a con- 
travention of a i960 law. 

On public complaints about 
policemen, the report notes that of 
37 policemen charged with various 
offences, only six have been con- 
victed. 

Repeatedly emphasizing that tor 
police to do their job properly they 
need the public’s trust, tbe comp- 
troller's report seems to Indicate 
that the quality of the police force 
docs not yet deserve that trust. 

It describes serious flaws in the 
training of crime-fighters. 

Most importantly, the report 
notes that crime in Israel is on the 
rise, and that the police Is not ade- 
quately geared to fight that crime. 
Echoing the Shimron committee, 
the report indicates that organized 
crime on the American model 
doesn't nppear to exist in Israel, but 
Incrciiacd sophistication of 
criminals should force the police to 
rethink Its training and procedures. 


THE COMPTROLLER'S report 
this year is carefully critical at tbe 
government's current oil purchas- 
ing arrangements. 

After investigating oil purchasing 
policy and activity during 1978-79, 
the Comptroller's office concludes 
that in 1978 Israel obtained less fuel 
than start-of-year plans and con- 
tracts had stipulated. The reason is 
primarily cessation of Iranian oil 
exports to Israel. 

Until 1979, notes the report, Israel 
had purchased oil directly from 
states or state agencies. During 
1979, while some oil continued to 
arrive through direct buying from 
states, a large quantity of oil had to 
be purchased from cpramercial 
companies, a more expensive and 
less dependable method. As a 
result, reveals the report, between 
February and November 1979, 
Israel’s oil reserves and especially 
reserves of xnazout (residual fuel) 
were "tower than those planned 
tor" and lower than the country’s 
fuel storage capacity. Since 
November 1979, however, stocks 
have reached a level deemed "suf- 
ficient and more," notes the report. 

Though the Araerlcan-Israel 
agreement on emergency oil 
supplies to Israel is effective as of 
November 25, 1979, the two sides 
have not yet defined "the cir- 
cumstances that justify Implemen- 
tation of the agreement, or the 
means of determining the price 
(Israel would have to pay) for the 
oil when the agreement Is im- 
plemented," the Comptroller points 
out. 

Regarding oil purchasing 
through the country’s three fuel 
companies - Delek, Sonol and Paz 
— or directly by the Fuel Ad- 
ministration. the .report 
recommends "government super-

vision, and that all possible steps be 
taken to assure that purchases are 
made on the best possible 
terms... 1 There is room to examine 
the efficiency of present 
arrangements concerning the 
determination of ceiling (purchase) 
prices, and of 'direct government 
supervision of tbe purchases." 

In 1979 Israel spent 81.4b. on oO 
imports and In 1978 8780m., states 
the report. 

Despite a 200 per cent rise in fuel 
prices in Israel during 1979, there 
was no drop in petrol consumption 
during that year, states the report. 
Examining the ministry's fuel sav- 
ing projects, the report points out 
that there was a decrease in the 
consumption of raazout, used to - 
produce electricity. 

The report points to serious 
malfunctioning in the Energy 
Ministry's fuel saving division. 
Despite the high priority attached 
to the subject of fuel saving, the 
division has only five full-time 
employees and In 1977 it used only 
ILi.Sm. of the IL5m. it was 
allocated and In 1978, only IL6.9m. 
out of ILiB.Sm. 

Examining -the ministry's 
attempts to Implement fuel-saving 
schemes, the report quotes a 
ministry, report which states that 
there is a 16 per cent energy-saving 
potential in the country’s industrial 


sector. The ministry, states the 
report, planned to make energy- 
saving surveys in 150 industrial 
plants In 1978 and a further 250 sur- 
veys during the following three 
years. (The ministry offers the 
plants financial Incentives if they 
accept the survey's conclusions or 
implement them. But they are not 
required to submit to such sur- 
veys.) 

But the State Comptroller dis- 
covered that only 17 such energy- 
saving surveys were conducted In 

1978. Only tour of these 'were con- 
ducted In the country's 24 main 
energy consuming plants. 

In July 1979 the cabinet economic 
committee decided to financially 
assist plants which save energy. 
But the regulations governing 
allocation of such loans or grants 
had not been passed by November 

1979, states the report. And since 
February 1979, no plants have in 
fact approached the Commerce, In- 
dustry and Tourism Ministry to ob- 
tain energy saving grants. 

The report notes that the Energy 
Ministry once estimated that rais- 
ing taxes on large private cars, in- 
stituting a car-free day and com- 
pulsory garage checks on cars' fuel 
consumption could save Israel 
some 80.000 tons of oil a year (or 1.2 
per cent of Israel’s total energy 
consumption) . But while taxes have 
been raised on large-engined gas- 
guzzling ears, no car "sabbatical" 
or compulsory garage checks have 
been imposed. 

Hie Comptroller takes account of 
the progress in legislation to com- 
pel builders to inwtwii solar heaters 
on .roofs of new houses. The report 
says that 15 per cent of tbe fuel con- 
sumed in Israel goes for heating, 
ventilation of flats, and water- 
heating. 


THE STATE Comptroller examin- 
ed the Education Ministry's Im- 
plementation of the free secondary 
school education law, Incentives for 
teachers working A development 
towns, the subsidized school meals 
programme and the preparations 
for the 1980 summer Olympics. 

The comptroller found that the in- 
stitution of free Ugh schooling led 
to a substantial decrease in the 
drop-out rate among high school 
pupils. 

This is Illustrated by the tact that 
In 1978 there were 43.686 10th 
graders and 38,688 llth graders, 
representing a 14.5 per cent drop- 
out rate. In 1979. the drop was from 
45.686 to 39.200, a decline of only 10.2 
per cent. The report offers similar 
figures tor the drop-out rate at the 
end of Uth grade during 1978-79.

of the grants they are supposed to 
get In place of widows' payments. 
In many instances, the Nil learns of 
their new marriages from the 
widows themselves, long before of- 
ficial notification from the Interior 
Ministry. 

The remarriage grant comes in 
two Instalments, and ad- 
ministrative snafus ■ have often 
caused great delays in the second 
instalment, due after two years of 
marriage, and it sometimes has not 
been paid at all. As a result, the 
widows suffer, especially during an 



inflationary period. 

F AULTS were found in the National 
Insurance Institute's economic ad- 
ministration, especially in matters 
connected with tanning tenders and 
receiving bids for tenders. The Nil 
was not strict enough in refusing to 
accept bids submitted after cutoff 
dates, nor did It make certain that 
the box for submitting the bids be 
kept locked, with different keys 
held by two persons who must be 
present when it Is opened. In prac- 
tice, a secretary held the key to a 
sole lock, and she herself opened 
the box, without members of the 
tender committee present, and 
brought the envelopes to their 
meetings. This went against es- 
tablished and correct practice. 

In recent years, no inventory was' 
taken of Nil equipment and 
supplies, despite comptroller 
criticism tor this lack as far back as ' 


semination of reports intended to 
facilitate the collection of com- 
missions on purchases In which the 
agents had no part at all. 

The Comptroller also says that 
the Defence Ministry has no infor- 
mation bank of its own on the com- 
mission included in the prices it 
pays, nor does the financial depart- 
ment of the ministry have any In-, 
atruments tor checking whether 
refunds of commissions due to the 
ministry, according to its 
agreements with the agents, are ac- 
tually paid. 

In 1977 aria 1978. 22 agents refund- 
ed. of their own volition, a total of 
IL6m.. of which IL4m. was ac- 
counted for by one agent. The 
ministry had no information on 
what was due to it 
The committee which Is charged 
with licensing the agents has 
prepared a table of permissible 
commissions that ranges from 1 per 
cent to 4.5 per cent — the latter rate 
being applicable to purchases of up 
to 1250,000. 

Some agents have apparently 
arranged to get a fixed fee. Instead 
of a percentage, and call 
themselves "advisers" rather than 
"agents." The Attorney-General 
decided that such payments are to 
be regarded as commissions, but 
the legal advisor of the Defence 
Ministry ruled that they may 
> receive these payments and get 
licences. 

Later, in May 1979, the Defence 
Ministry's legal advisor came to 
the conclusion that the agreements 
signed with the agents contravene 
the law. But in August 1979 the 
Director-General of the ministry 
decided that the agreements are 
not to be rescinded, and that the 
ministry should claim refunds of 
commissions as agreed. 

Although the commissions . of 
these agents were supposed to be 
between 4.5 and l per cent, a sam- 
ple check run by the Comptroller 
revealed much higher com- 
missions. One agent with whom an 
agreement was signed got com- 
missions of 5 to 20 per cent. The 
refunds agreed upon were 
negligible : For purchases from one 
supplier, the agent was to pay no re- 
fund at all although he got 10 per 
cent. With respect to another 
supplier, who gave the' agent 5-12 
per cent, the agent was to refund 2 
per cent. 

For a direct purchase from a 
supplier; in the amount of $585,000, 
including a commission of $42,550 
for the agent, the same agent had 
quoted a price of $685,000. 

In another case, the Navy 
ordered equipment for $i.55m.. 
through an agent. According to tbe 
list submitted when he signed his 
agreement, his commission was 10 
per cent. However, in this case the 
agent declared he got only 5 per 
cent, and did not commit himself to 
make any refund. Tbe Defence 
Ministry accepted this declaration 
without checking it 
One agent made an agreement 
.with the Defence Ministry as early 
as 1965 to refund 25 per cent of the 
commissions he would get This 
was to apply to purchases through 
him or to direct purchases provided 
the agent got a copy of the order, 
but it was not to apply when tbe 
commission was' less than 5 per 
cent 

Hie Comptroller notes that in the 
absence of Independent information 
on the commissions, the refunds de- 
pend entirely on the agent himself.

Inadequate plan 
for hand-over

THE CREATION of a state-owned 
company to take over the telephone 
service, now run by tbe Com- 
munications Ministry, has been un- 
der consideration tor over fifteen 
years. 

Last August . the Government 
finally approved, the formation of 
an Israel Telecommunications 
Company, and a daughter firm call- 
ed the International Telecom- 
munications Company (to deal with 
foreign calls). The two under- 
takings will be entitled to mobilize 
up to IL2b. a year of capital, at 
borne or abroad, subject to ap- 
proval of file Ministerial Economic 
Committee. 

Handing over an entire network, 
built up over the last half-century, 
to a new enterprise is a gigantic 
task. Yet no proper detailed 
preparations have been made, says 
the State Comptroller. The assets 
have not been valued (the Govern- 
ment simply decided last 
September, on the Ministry’s 
recommendation, that the share 
capital of the new venture shall be 
iLSCb.). Nobody knows what is to 
happen, at each successive stage, 
to the manpower currently 
employed in the service. 

An inter-ministerial committee 
was appointed last December to 
work things out. It broke up over 
disagreement over Its functions. 
The Treasury's representatives 
thought its task was to examine the 
economic implications of this new 
step. The Communications 
Ministry considered that it should 
go ah ead and set up’ the company. 

It had commissioned a foreign 
consulting firm to make recom- 
mendations, and was supposed 
to establi sh a steering committee 
representing all the local interests 
affected (the government, in- 
dustry. the army). The committee 
was never appointed. 

The Ministry commissioned a se- 
cond consulting company to plan 
the transformation of the postal 
service Into a Government Authori- 
ty (like the Porta Authority), 
although the Government had 
made no such decision. What ought 
to be studied, says the report, js the 
best way to Improve the present 


system. The conclusions might 
to create a Postal Authority, w,

Sultan plans to sell the ice cream in the 
Dan Hotels as well as the Super Sol super- 
markets. He f-iftimn that he could sell it for 
the same price as conventional brands, but 
that then no one would believe it was better. 
So the ice cream, which will be called Glidon, 
will cost about five per cent more. Each 
package, he promised, will be dated, to 
assure that it does not spend more than a 
month in the freezer. 

Meanwhile, intrigued by the product, I 




arranged to visit the new Glidon factory in 
Kiryat Gat. In fact, when I arrived I realized 
that “workshop" would be a far better 
description of the site than the word factory. 

Located in one large spotless room In the 
town's industrial zone, it consists of storage 
areas and cold stores, a large tub for 
washing fruit, a stove for preparing the 
sugar syrup and two old-fashioned ice cream 
machines, one milk and one parve. hi addi- 
tion to Belilty and his wife, Odette, there are 
three other workers and a full-time 
mashgiah, whose job it is to ensure that the 
milk and fruit flavours are never mixed. 




Belilty explained that now, as operations 
are getting underway, there are relatively 
few flavours. But from now on, as each fruit 
comes Into season, he will freeze it in a sugar 
solution for use throughout the year. Even- 
tually he hopes to have 29 flavours. 

Meanwhile, he Is still experimenting with 
different fruits. He found papaya disappoin- 
ting, but guavas and mangoes "fantastic." 
He is limited by the machines, which can 
produce, at most, a ton of loe cream a day, 
but he says he will never replace them with 
more "modern" machines, which, he says, 



are not capable of making Ice cream from 
his low-fat, natural recipes. 

The only difference between his ice cream 
and that made by his grandfather is that his 
grandfather's machines were turned by 
hand and packed with ice while his use elec- 
tricity. If business is good and he has to 
make more, he says, he will just buy more of 
the old-fashioned machines. 

It is a long way from Tlemcen, where Belil- 
ty took his turn with the other grandchildren 
in turning the crank of the old Ice cream 
machines, but he swears the ice cream 
tastes the same.

meat meals). Add two tablespoons 
of melted butter, margarine or oil 
to the batter and mix again. 

The blintz pancake should bo 
cooked on the heaviest-gauge fry- 
ing pan available to avoid hot spots 
which will cause it to cook uneveny. 
Although any diameter pan can be 
used, a 13 to 1? cm. one is 

recommended. 

Pre-heat the pan. buttering it well 
for the first and each succeeding 
pancake. Pour about two 
tablespoons of batter (for the 13 to 
17 cm. pan) in the centre, and 
rapidly tilt the pan around to 
spread the batter evenly over the 
bottom. Cook over medium heat un- 
til the batter Is set and the bottom 
just starts to lightly brown. 

At this point, turn out the pan- 
cake, browned aide up.

The choice of filling for blintzes is 
enormous — from cheese to fruit to . 
meat to vegetables. But for Shavuot ; 
only a cheese filling will do. 

A basic filling consists of 500 
grams of cottage cheese, one or two 
egg yolks, a teaspoon of salt, and 
two or three tablespoons of sugar 
(to taste]. Some cinammon. or a 
half to a full teaspoon of vanilla, or 
both, can also be added. 

Some people may find the filling a 
bit loose. In that case, drain the cot- 
tage cheese first. Part of the cot- 
tage cheese can also be replaced by 
cream cheese, or a tablespoon or 
two of cream can be added, for a 
creamier filling. 

Other little extras for the filling 
can include a handful of raisins or 
any other dried fruit, chopped Into 
raisin-size pieces. 

The filling is the chance for even 
a novice cook to be creative, with 
little danger of failure. 

Put about a tablespoon of the 
filling In the centre of the pancake, 
and roll up the blintz, being careful 
to tuck in the ends. 

The experienced cook will save 
time by quickly filling and rolling 
one blintz while the pancake for the 
next is cooking. 

When all the blintzes are made — 
and this can be done hours before 
guests are to arrive and the blintzes 
refrigerated — heat a large frying 
pan, butter generously,- and fry the 
blintzes until golden, carefully tur- 
ning to brown both sides. Cheese 
blintzes. of course, are served on 
Shavuot with nothing less than sour 
cream, although for the rest of the 
year berries, honey, fruit compote!, 
or any other appropriate topping 
can be used. Having mastered the 
basic blintz beautiful, the next step 
is to graduate to one of the many 
ethnic versions. 0 

One favourite is Italian manicot- 
ti, really nothing more than a blintz 
baked. Instead of fried, with tomato 
sauce. 

For the manicotti filling, use 300 
grama of ricotta-type (non-fat whOe 
solid) cheese, 2 beaten eggs, a half 
cup of- grated parmesan cheese, a 
half cup of chopped parsley, and a 
teaspoon of salt. When rolling up 
the pancake with filling, It is not 
necessary to tuck in the ends. 

Put the finished numtartti in a 
baking dish, cover with about three 
cups of any favourite tomato sauce, 
and bake for half an hour at 200°C.

Fortunately 
for us. his delicious concoctions are 
not only for the delectation and 
delight of his friends and family. 
Anyone can try them at the Banana 
Vegetarian Restaurant at the end of 
Dizengoff Street. 

Bora In Switzerland in 1852, tall 
slim blond Noah took up cooking 
when he was tall enough to reach 
the stove. "I used to observe my* 
mother,” he told me over mint tea, 
"but pretty soon I surpassed her, 
and was called upon to do most of 
the cooking around the house, even 
for my parents* dinner parties!" 
Instead of becoming drudgery, 
cooking became more and more of 
a release. Aged 15, he left home to 
go to Switzerland’s National Cooks 
School. 

Studies were rigorous, but his ap- 
prenticeship was even more so. 
Every day,- six days a week, Noah 
studied from 8 to 2 in the afternoon 
and cooked from 5 to 9:30 at night. 
It was there that Noah first 
developed his preference for 
vegetarian foods. "They used .to 
bring in a whole cow every mor- 
ning, and each student had a knife 
and dismembered it. It was awful. 
Blood all over the place," Noah toils 
me descriptively. He recreates It In 
a way that turns more than my 
head. 

After his training was completed, 
Noah went on to study in his 
friend's bakery. "It was a real old- 
fashioned bakery, where most of 
the work was done by hand,” he ex- 
plains. They had no kneading 
machines, so they worked day and 
night to create everything from 
bread to conditory. To round out his 
training, Noah studied nutrition 
with a disciple of the Bircher- 
Benner clinic, famous for Its 
"Eating Tour Way to Health" 
programme. 

It was In Switzerland that Noah 


first met Karin, his friend for the 
last 10 , and wife for the last .6, 
years. Together they travelled to 
the. Middle and Far East, through 
Turkey. Pakistan. Nepal, Ceylon, 
India and Afghanistan, cooking and 
working their way along. In each 
country they learned about new 
foods, new spices and different 
styles of cooking. Noah kept a 
cook's diary to record it &1L 

Eventually they returned to 
Switzerland, but were miserable. 
“Everything is perfect there," 
Noah tells me. "Overperfect We 
wanted someplace with a less- 
constricted atmosphere, in a 
middleway between Europe and In- 
dia.” That’s how they got to Israel. 

After sojourns, at various kibbut- 
zim, where Noah's culinary 
creations are still remembered, 
Noah and Karin converted to 
Judaism and . decided to become 
new Immigrants. They moved to 
Tel Aviv, where Noah may be 
remembered by some as the cook at 
the now defunct restaurant. 
"Nature's Way." 

Today they live peacefully in 
Tzahala, in a rented flat with their 
beautiful little fair-haired 
daughter, two dogs, a cat and a 
bird. Noah opens Banana at 7.30 
a.m. Sunday to Thursday and cooks 
and bakes till the restaurant opens 
to the public at noon. When they 
return home in the evening, Karin 
from her work as a nurse, and Noah 
from the restaurant, they cook 
dinner, read, do yoga or meditate, 
and sometimes paint. Their diet is 
solely, vegetarian, and one to two 
months a year they forego dairy 
products — just for a change. 

For Sh&vuot, Noah suggests a gift 
from his native Swiss culture — 
muesli. Generally eaten for 
breakfast, muesli can also be en- 
joyed as a light dinner or snack.

THE TRADITIONAL Shavuot 
"dairy” meals' deserve their just 
desserts. Indeed, In the absence of 
meat, for those of us who aren't 
year-round vegetarians, the dessert 
may well be more important than 
usual. Fortunately you don't have 
to do much about deaaerta this year, 
because they come In flavours and 
forma galore, ready made and 
ready to serve, as a visit to the 
modern Strauss dairy plants In 
Acre and Nahariya showed us. 

B efore yo u put t his* 1 article aside 
‘ iHth a cifibrie-conifc$A^*-Blgh; you 
and. your waistline- 'may draw 
reassurance fronmS&E&ct that the 
Strauss back-room boys have been 
as busy figuring out how to take the 
calories out of their desserts, as 
cooking up the recipes for the 
desserts themselves. 

Amazingly this year's Strauss 
“hit," its new "Milky" dessert, 
which has an Inch-thick topping of 
whipped cream and a taste that 
makes you feel guilty vls-a-vls your 
diet, has a low fat content of only 
1.5 per cent and a total of a mere 180 
calories in the 125-gram helping, 
which comes in a clear plastic jar. 
The price also seems more or less 
right, at IS1.275 per portion, which 
as Strauss public relations person. 
Miry Zlsou points out, “Isn’t much 
more than a slice of cake and it 
makes a change." 

Milky Is produced by one of those 
computerized miraele machines, 
specially imported at huge cost, 
which does much more than 
“mother used to make." It's even 
got a brand new building to house it, 
in the pleasantly kept Strauss com- 
plex at Nahariya. The machine not 
only cooks the chocolate pudding 
and whips the cream that make up 
Milky, but also stamps the con- 
tainer from a roll of plastic, seals It 
with foil after filling and sticks the 


label on for good measure. 

It took much thought, time and 
computer aid to. put Milky through 
its diet and Strauss went to all this 
trouble because wben you’re in the 
sweets food business, you make it 
your business to know dieting 
trends. 

Fortunately the calorie reducing 
process did not adversely affect the 
taste, which is. excellent. Strauss 
recommends you stir the whipped 
cream top- Into the pudding before 
you set to on the now pale "brown 

and consistent, and-veryflUing. In 
my opinion It woidd'lake rfameEhihg • 
of a hog to -ask for a second helping, 
which is good for the family food 
. budget. 

Milky is only one of a series of 
frozen desserts that Strauss 
manufactures in this plant. There is; 
the “Danone" yogurt, with four per; 
cent fat and 75 calories in the -100- 
gram jar; "Shtegurt", a sort of li- 
quid yogurt with a buttermilk taste 
for hot days, with a low 1.5 per cent 
fat content and only 53 calories in 
the half-litre container. The yogurts 
also Include “Fruitigurt," which 
has fruit tastes, but a higher. 120 , 
calorie count and three per cent 
fat in the 120-gram Jar. 

For the younger set, Strauss 
makes '‘Fluffy," a jelly type- 
dessert Which comes In lemon or 
strawberry flavour, with no fat and 
75 calories. 

The "Danny" dairy dessert, in 
chocolate or vanilla flavour, is a 
pudding (which also turns up in 
Milky) that comes in twin jars, with 
120 calories each and a 1.5 per cent, 
fat content. 

Another attractive "third' 
course" sweet Is the chocolate or * 
vanilla mousse ._ that comes in a 
larger, styrofoam wrapping, 
^shaped like a cake, and containing

Dairy of a mad housewife 


ZF YOU ARE a traditionalist and a 
food lover, you will eagerly an- 
ticipate the custom of serving such 
.daily dishes as blintzes, kreplach, 
kugel and cheese cake. To offer an 
additional idea, Shavuot also 
celebrates the harvesting of the 
.early summer fruits. 

Aa with most Jewish festivals, it 
has both agricultural and historical 
significance. Historically, Shavuot 
is important as it marks the birth- 
day of the Jewish religion. It com- 
memorates the giving of the Torah 
on Mt. Sinai. 

Why' then, is It customary to 
serve dishes containing milk 
products and honey on this holiday? 
Various legends suggest that these 
foods represent the Torah and lear- 
ning, the Torah being spiritually as 
sweet as honey and as nourishing as 
znilk. 

Another account reasons that 
prior to Shavuot there were no rules 
of kasfarut. On that day, the laws 
given through Moses included the 
rule of koshering meat. When the 
Israelites returned to their tents, 
there was no time to prepare any 
meat dishes, therefore dairy foods 
.were substituted. 

Whatever the real origin, the 
custom Is special and opens the 
door for the creative host or hostess 
to plan some tempting dairy 
menus i Th ere are only a few basic 
rules to follow in menu planning. 
Always consider colour, texture, 
contrast, and the weather. Give 
your guests what they like, but sur- 
prise them a little, too. 

Here is a menu for easy, elegant 
entertaining at a light supper or a 
lazy;' - holiday breakfast. For a 
brunch or casual dinner; serving 
six, make melon with lemon 
wedges, a puffy cheese and 
mushroom pie, butterjrrye bread, 
seven vegetable salad and coffee, 
tea or fruit juice. 

The melon is quick and simple 
and can be prepared right before

Herzllya plant can receive Informa- 
tion on how to prepare at honje the 
foods made at Kalmezin. The com- 
pany is even willing to lend large 
pots to cook the foods free of 
charge. EUenbogen claims that this 
can save a person over 00 per cent 
of what it would cost if he were to 
order the food with a catering ser- 
vice. 

Dr. Gad VollweOer, Shekem 'a 
chief veterinarian, emphasised that 
all the foods made at this plant, as 
at all other Shekem food plants, are 
checked closely, for Ingredients 
and health. 

The next step at Kalmezin is to 
reach more non-Shekem markets In 
Israel, and to export abroad. They 
have already made some 
successful trial shipments to 
England,

The Knesset Members are asked 
in the questionnaire to answer yes 
or no. to the following four 
questions: 

■ .-Do you smoke? 

Do you favour forbidding smok- 


ing in committee meetings? 

■ Do you. favour restrictions on 
smoking in committee meetings? 

• Do you favour allowing the 
status quo to continue as regards 
smoking? ' 

Smoking was always forbidden in 
the plenum chamber. Outside the 
chamber there are broad corridors 
where MKs may take a quick puff, 
while the session is on. 

This reporter has occasionally 
seen MKs like Menahem Savidor, 
Asaf Yaguri and Industry Minister 
Gideon Patt sucking an unlit pipe 
absent-mindedly in the plenum, 
then putting it back in their jackets 
once again. But he has never seen 
an MK sucking an unlit cigarette.

All’s not well at

HAIFA. — The latest report of the 
Haifa municipal controller, 
published last week, shows a city 
hall plagued by negligence and 
bureaucracy, where regulations 
are seldom observed and little Is 
done to enforce them. Bookkeeping 
Is done according to individual 
whim, legal proceedings drag on 
for yearn, clerks leaVe work when 
they please and often don’t punch 
clocks, and the different 
departments know little of what 
goes on elsewhere at city hall. 

Commenting on the report, 
Mayor Arye Gurel said most of the 
shortcomings were Inherited from 
past administ rations. 

The city engineering department 
granted more than 890 permits dur- 
ing- 1977-78. some after a delay of 
five years or more. Such delays are 
mostly due to the fact that Haifa 
still lacks an updated, authorised 
outline plan, the controller pointed 
out. The one in force dates back to 
1934 and has been frequently chang- 
ed while the new one hasn't yet 
been approved. Thus there ax*e no 
clearcut criteria for the evaluation 
and assessment of building plans. 

To prevent Illegal building the 
department can issue an ad- 
ministrative. five-day building halt 
before pressing charges — but that 
is seldom done. Private contractors 
have taken advantage of the 
department’s alow ways to finish 
their buildings before getting 
caught. In one case a whole floor 
with two large flats was added 
before court action against the con- 
tractor was started. 

Quite often the prosecution dis- 
misses charges without giving any 
reason. 

The department issued 49 demoli- 
tion orders during 1977-78 but did 
not keep a tab on them; and many 


were not carried out. Ah ftW 
built vegetable kiosk orfij 
demolished in i960 and agaj& 

1979, was still, standing in n 
1978 the Housing Ministry p 
to asphalt sidewalks in a numl 
streets in the area, but city 
then found that the kiosk had , 
enlarged — also illegally 
could not be removed.

The local building conmtfr. 
levies a betterment tax om 
owners who raise the value of 
property by making changes 
dltions.

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Coal seen source of extra 
energy needed in future 


LONDON (Rcuterl. — Coal is the 
only fuel which could supply the 
bulk of the extra energy the world 
will need In the next 20 years, but 
output would have to rise to two and 
a half or three times the present 
level, an expert report published 
yesterday said. 

The World Coal Study contains 
the conclusions of 80 experts from 
16 coal-producing nations, who 
spent a year and a half examining 
the subject under the leadership of 
Prof. Carroll Wilson, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

The study suggested coal would 
have to supply between 50 and 66 
per cent of additional energy the 
world will need during the next 20 
years. 

“The world cannot depend on a 
supply of petroleum any greater 
than that received In 1978,*’ said 
British participant Sir William 
Hawthorne, a former government 
energy adviser. “In spite of a sub- 
stantial increase in nuclear energy, 
most of the increase in energy will 
have to come from some other 
source: this source must be coal,” 
Sir William said. 

The report said shipping the re- 


quired coal would need an es- 
timated 1,000 new hulk carriers of 
3 00. 000 tons each. The experts were 
“cautiously optimistic" that the 
required investment in coal, 
predicted at $i,ooob. for countries 
within the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD), could be 
made. 

“The amount of capital required 
to expand the production, transport 
and user facilities to triple the use 
of coal is within the capacity of 
domestic and international capital 
markets, though difficulties in 
financing large coal projects In 
some developing countries may 
require special solutions." 

It said technology existed to 
enable coal to be mined and burned 
in ways that met environmental 
objections. 

Action was needed at once to 
begin raising - coal output and use, if 
energy needs are to be met, the 
report said. Tt added that coal 
reserves were very large, many 
times those of oil and gas, and were 
capable of meeting increased 
demands well into the 21st century, 
when newer energy sources might 
be made extensively available. 


Customs want to delay 
VAT lottery envelopes 

Post Economic Reporter 
The customs want the public to 
stop sending in receipts for the VAT 
lottery until they finish changing 
the rules and raising the first prize 
from IS50.000 to ISlOO.OOO.- 
The customs plan to give out 
fewer small prizes and more larger 
ones, but their plans have not yet 
been approved by the finance 
minister. Up to now the public has 
sent in 815.000 envelopes. 


U.S. prime rate 16%% 

NEW YORK CAP) . — A major New 
York bank yesterday cut its prime 
lending rate to 16 % per cent, reflec- 
ting the plunge In short-term in- 
terest rates that has occurred as 
the economy slowed. 

Morgan Guaranty Trust Co., the 
nation’s fifth-largest bank, cut its 
rate from 17 per cent, marking 
the fourth time Morgan has been 
the first to adopt a new rate' since 
banks began cutting their lending 
rates in mid-April after a peak of 20 
per cent was reached.

Attempts at share rally turned back 


TEL. AVIV. — Attempts at a rally in 
the share market were turned back 
yesterday, as most sectors suffered 
losses on top of the severe setback 
experienced on Sunday.

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State Comptroller 

i 

needs more bite 

THE LATEST report of the State Comptroller, the 30th in 
number and the 19th presented by Dr. Yitzhak Nebenzahl, Is the 
first to cover a complete period under the management of the 
Likud Government. Like its predecessors, the report paints a 
sombre picture of the functioning of our public administration. 

Indeed, the picture may even be marginally worse than 
before. At bottom, however, it demonstrates that mismanage- 
ment, negligence, and disregard for law and orderly procedure 
have an inertia that transcends political change. 

Year in and year out the Comptroller meticulously documents 
the lack of proper methods of governmental control and super- 
vision, the absence of data vitally needed for proper manage- 
ment. the virtual Immunity of the civil service from prosecution 
for violation of the law. 

In the circumstances, it is perhaps a tribute to the basic 
honesty of our system of public administration that It is so free 
of corruption. In most other countries* it is safe to say, the 
defects pointed out by the Comptroller would become ready 
means of private enrichment. 

The task performed by the State Comptroller and his staff is a 
thankless one. Not only does this highly competent and 
dedicated team labour in anonymity, at pitifully low pay scales, 
but they also derive little of the satisfaction to be gotten from 
seeing the fruits of their work. 

Many if not most of the Comptroller’s criticisms in past years 
have been simply filed and forgotten. On technicalities, the 
Comptroller’s recommendations are usually endorsed, to the 
extent possible. But on the basic aspects of the working of the 
government, there is very little change from one year to 
another. 

Although obeisance is regularly paid to him as a bulwark of 
our democracy, the Comptroller's is a voice almost literally 
crying in the wilderness. Yet to point this out is not enough. The 
Comptroller's effectiveness can be improved. 

. The first admittedly small step should be. to abolish the 
Comptroller Committee set up by the last Knesset. This 
parliamentary committee is now the one that receives and dis- 
sects the Comptroller's reports. Instead of the Finance Com- 
mittee as before. 

Yet the Finance Committee is still the only unit that can take 
meaningful action to correct malpractices revealed by the 
Comptroller. It is the only Knesset committee with real teeth, 
the tally one that can call ministers to account for misdeeds 
committed by their subordinates — and the only one that can, 
through the denial of funds, apply sanctions. 

To divorce the discussion of the Comptroller’s reports from 
the decision-making powers of the Finance Committee, Is mere- 
ly to weaken further the already inadequate parliamentary 
oversight of the administration. 

It may be argued that the Finance Committee is over- 
burdened with work. In that case, some of its present strictly 
economic chores could be passed on to the largely purposeless 
Economic Committee. The Finance Committee should also be 
provided with a competent professional advisory staff. 

Then there is the problem of the annual report itself. A com- 
pendium of over 1,000 pages often detailing events that took 
place years earlier, it is well-nigh indigestible. The poignancy of 
the criticism becomes lost in the mass of information, analysis 
and detail, and the sheer bulkiness of the material is a handicap 
to businesslike discussion and prompt action. 

A quarterly report by the Comptroller would seem to be dis- 
tinctly preferable. If this should require an amendment of the 
State Comptroller's Law, then so be it. 

However, the Comptroller himself is not entirely free of 
blame for the ineffectiveness of his findings, criticisms and 
recommendations. Reticence and moderation, balance and cau- 
tion are among the attributes the public expects from the State 
Comptroller. But they need not border on timidity. 

The Comptroller has made very sparing use of his right, un- 
der Paragraph 14 (c) of the Law, to initiate criminal and dis- 
ciplinary proceedings through the Attorney-General. More im- 
portant, he has very rarely exercised his power, spelled out in 
Paragraph 14 (b) , to submit, on his own initiative, reports to the 
Knesset on matters that need correction — even before he has 
submitted his annual report. 

The Comptroller's latest report, like its predecessors, leaves 
the impression that the quality of our public administration is. if 
not actually declining, certainly not improving. It therefore 
becomes more imperative than ever to make the Comptroller’s 
office a more effective agency of reform. 

This is a major task for the Knesset, the Government, and the 
State Comptroller himself. 
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RIFT WITHIN 
THE KREMLIN

Dry Bones 
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REPORTS about a rift between the 
ideologically-oriented growth in the 
Soviet leadership and the Russian 
nationalist faction could, until 
recently, be dismissed as mere 

speculation. But now there is 
powerful evidence for such a rift 
available in recent Russian fiction. 

In Russia, literature has 
traditionally served as an instru- 
ment for airing political opinions 
that cannot be aired directly. 

A novel by Anatoly Ananiev, titl- 
ed "Years Without War," is a case 
in point. Its literary quality is 
rather poor, but it is extremely 
valuable as a political document. 
For it is an outright attack on the 
Russian nationalists within the 
Kremlin hierarchy. 

The novel was originally publish- 
ed in the literary magazine "Novy 
Mir.” which had been considered a 
liberal journal until 1970, when 
most of its editorial board resigned 
in protest over the firing of its 
editor, the late Alexander Tvar- 
dovsky. 

Ananiev, himself editor of the 
hard-line magazine "October,” has 
written a political work in which it 
is possible to spot his patrons in the 
Kremlin. Premier Alexei Kosygin 
and Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko appear In a good light 
President Leonid Brezhnev Is not 
mentioned at all, hut the barbs 
appear to be aimed at him when 
both 'the upper echelons of Soviet 
authority and local administrators 
are attacked for encouraging Rus- 
sian nationalism. 

The fictional "good guy” of the 
piece is a senior diplomat named 
Kudasov, who claims that Russian 
nationalism within the system 
represent a dangerous trend. 
Following traditional Soviet style. 
Ananiev blames the Ideology on a

LABOUR’S WEST 
BANK POLICY 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem. Post 

Sir. — In a long public career, I 
do not recall having been mis- 
represented more outrageously 
than by Dr. Berthold Wyler (April 
25) who charges me with a desire to 
perpetuate Israeli control over the 
Palestinians In the West Bank and 
Gaza! 

In the article to which he referred 
(April 6); I stated clearly that I ad- 
vocate the complete separation of 
these populations from Israeli 
jurisdiction in a peace agreement. 
They should become citizens of 
their own Arab state, together with 
their kinsmen east of the river- My 
remarks about the limitation of 
' their powers referred only to the in- 
terim stage of autonomy envisaged 
by the Camp David accords. Here, 
instead of the grudging municipal 
powers offered by the Likud. I ad- 
vocated granting them all the 
powers that can legitimately be 
brought under the heading of "full 
autonomy," reserving only those 
matters that remain to be deter- 
mined in the final peace negotia- 
tion. 

After a brief period of autonomy, 
during which an Arab self- 
governing authority would replace 
the Israeli military administration, 
a Labour government would 
proceed to a peace settlement un- 
der which the populated Arab areas 
would come under Arab, not Israeli 
rule. In return, Israel would receive 
a permanent peace and secure 
boundaries to be negotiated in the 
peace discussions. 

Dr. Wyler simply refuses to take 
yes for an answer. Everywhere else 
in the world, my article was cor- 
rectly understood as an affirmation 
of Labour’s commitment to 
renounce control over the pop- 
ulations and most of the territories 
in the West Bank and Gaza If a con- 
text of real peace could be 
developed.

Ananiev says ideas of 
nationalism have been adopted by 

artists and government officials. 

Although the ideas have in- 
stitutional support. Including 
assistance from the media, the 
notions have not yet filtered down 
to the Russian masses. 

As Ananiev sees It, national sen- 
timents are invisible bombs placed 
in Critical spots in Russian society, 
and that any careless action — even 
a word — can light the fuse and 
blow up society from within. 

ALL THIS is background for an 
assault on .Soviet economic and 
agricultural policy. The key issue Is 
the handling of the shrinking Rus- 
sian villages. ‘ 

Many people regard the Russian 
village as a centre of Russian 
nationalism. Urbanization, on the 
other hand, causes a loss in national 
identity and a sharp drop in the 
birth-rate. 

Because of the migration of 
ethnic Russians to the cities, 
Russians are losing control of the 
countryside. 

To counter the trend, Russian 
nationalists In the bureaucracy are 
trying to channel investments into 
areas of Russian agriculture — in- 
stead of allocating the money for 
fanning and Industry in non- 
Russian areas. 

According to Ananiev, these 
nationalists- are trying to stop 
further urbanization, which, in 
turn, will hinder industrial 
growth. Opponents of nationalism, 
on the other hand, argue that -ur- 
banization. and the attendant 
decline of the villages, is a natural 
process that promotes the power of 
the Soviet Union. 


THE SOVIET technocratic elite has 
been erroneously regarded In the 
West as a progressive force within 
the Soviet Union, ha fact, they are 
the people who have a vested in- 
terest In Increasing the country’s 
military might and In the new 
Soviet expansionist programme. 

The Soviet industrial 
“progressives” are now resorting 
to a tested weapon Marxist 
ideology, which they have long 
neglected. Ananiev 'Is one of those, 
who hold the view that bureaucrats 
who give the village high priority 
are rejecting Marxism, which 
emphasizes the importance of the 
industrial workers In an urban set- 
ting. 

It Is Interesting to note that the 
main spokesman in Ananiev's work 
is a diplomat, and the main political 
event in the book is De Gaulle’s 
visit to Moscow in 1966. Ananiev 
views this as a turning point in in- 
ternational affairs. 

According to the author, this 
event undermined ■ the Western 
alliance and opened the way for the 
Soviet Union to initiate a new. 
- international drive. 

However, Ananiev’s view of 
global Intervention did not find 
large-scale support in the media 
when the work was originally 
published in January 1979. 

THE COINCIDENCE of the attacks 
on Russian nationalism with the in- 
vasion of Afghanistan Is quite 
remarkable. Although we cannot be 
certain who supported the invasion, 
the move seems to be closely con- 
nected with Soviet domestic affairs. 

Indeed, the new wave of Soviet 
expansion makes Russian 
nationalism more unacceptable for 
the ' ideologically-oriented group. 
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These ’ ‘progressives’’ find 
nationalism a barrier in their quest 
to legitimize foreign conquests. 

"Pravda” recently attacked 
Kremlin-watchers in the West who 
try to interpret the ideology vs. 
nationalist conflict as “a continua- 
tion of the would-be antagonism 
between Russia and the West.” The 
author of the piece, Nesterov, ac- 
cuses the Western experts of being 
Russophobes. He goes on fo claim 
that the conflict Is "hot geopolitical, 
but only social.. .of socialism 
against capitalism.” 

“PravdaV* aim is to gain the 
support of Russian nationalism for 
the . expansionist policy of the 
ideologists In the leadership. The 
purpose is to present this policy to 
large segments of the Russian pop- 
ulation as "genuinely Russian.”

IDEOLOGICAL BLINKERS

Sir, — So we have finally got rid 
of the troublemakers Milhem, 
Kawasma and Tamimi. Their 
crime was that they demanded for 
their people what we Jews demand- 
ed for ours less than half a century 
ago. I don’t know about the Kadi, 
but both Kawasma and Milhem 
have consistently come out for the 
establishment of a Palestinian 
state, side by aide and In peace with 
Israel. If our authorities think that 
their places as leaders of their com- 
munities will be left empty, they 
are deluding themselves. And it is 
on the cards that their 
replacements will be more extreme 
— people who will point out that 
moderation towards the Jews does 
not pay. 

I object to murder of both Jews 
and Arabs. The perpetrators of the 
murders in Hebron should be found 
and brought to justice. However, 
collective punishment has never 
solved problems in the long run. It 
was condemned, and rightly so 
when used by the Nazis during 
World War n, just as it will be con- 
demned when used by our govern- 
ment. The more so as it has proved 
itself ineffective in the past in fin- 
ding the culprits of the various 
crimes, to solve which it was im- 
posed. The only effect the long 
curfews have had was to increase 
the bitterness and frustration and 
hate of the Jews among the Arabs 


in general and those directly 
affected in particular. And more so , 
If. as during the last curfew In 
Hebron, Gush Emunim are allowed 
to strut through the empty streets 
of the city. 

By expelling leaders who repre- 
sent more or less a consensus at the 
Palestinian population in the areas, 
the government is continuing in the 
steps of previous governments 
which strengthened, and emphasiz- 
ed the PLO, since this is the only 
body through which the voice of the 
Palestinian people can be heard, 
even though this voi-ce is 
transmuted by the time It is broad- 
cast to the world from Beirut, New 
York and elsewhere. Since all 
voices trying to talk for the Palesti- 
nian people Inside the territories 
are being forcibly silenced, the 
voices come perforce from the out- 
side. 

All in all, Arafat must be very 
gratified because Begin and Co. are 
doing everything in their power to 
unite the Palestinians behind him, 
something he would never_ have 
succeeded in doing by- his own ef- 
forts. 

This government must be replac- 
ed by one which is not handicapped 
by ideological blinkers. If this is not 
done, things are very likely to get 
out of hand and we Israeli Jews are 
bound to come out of it very much 
the worse.

Sir. — I refer to Lev N&tkovich’a 
article of April 24 on anti-Semitism 
in the Soviet Union. I certainly 
agree with His description of Soviet 
anti-Semitism, but must take ex- 
ception to his claim that, because of 
the Russians’ hate of Israel, “any 
hopes that the Soviet Union might 
change its policy for the better 
following an Arab-Israel settlement 
are groundless.” 

Whether the Soviets will change 
their Middle East policy or not, 
renew their diplomatic relations 
with Israel or not, will depend on 
their rerd-politik. Recent Soviet- 
Israel history proves It: in 1953, 


they called off their anti-Semitic 
campaign and renewed their 
relations with us. Were they then 
less anti-Semitic? In 1956, they did 
not consider the Sinai campaign a 
reason to sever relations with us. 
And in 1967, they broke off again, 
probably in order to soothe the 
defeated Arabs’ feelings. 

Once the Soviets believe it to be in 
their Interest, they will not hesitate 
to tone down their anti-Semitic 
propaganda and take steps to 
renew diplomatic relations with 
Israel. They have done It before.
